U R Laſt Year's Hiſtory left Both Armies going 
into Winter-Quarters, the French on their ſide 
flaſh'd with a confiderable Victory, and with the 
Succeſs they had in the Siege of Charleroy, with 
which they cloſed the Laſt Campagne ; and 
though they never had a greater Occaſion to be ſtirring, 
than during the laſt Winter-Quarters, yet the French have not 
been :fo quiet all this War, as they were at that time. The 
French King knew very well that the Allies were unani- 
mouſty .reſelved to augment conſiderably their Forces on all 
ſides, and to bring ſuch Armies in the Field the following 
Campagne, as might put a ſtop to the Progreſs of his _— 
"i an 


T+) 


and oblige him to be now on the Detenſive, who before had 
been ſo Violent and ſo Succeſsfal an Aggreſlor. 

And though Alliances are attended with great Inconveni- 
ences, and that the Operations of Allied Armies cannot be ſo 
Acive and Brisk, as when they are the Reſults of one Single, 
Wiſe, and Abſolute Head ; yet, on the other ſide, they have 
this great Conveniency and Advantage, that when there 
is a good and perfe& Correſpondence between Allied 
Powers, their very Delcats improve their Strength, and they 


gather Power from their own Diſadvantages ; becauſe that 


makes them the more ſenſible of the Greatneſs of the Com- 
mon Enemy, and of the neceflity of a Mutual and Vigorous 
Defence ; and the Spring and Sources of War, both for 
Money and Men, being many, they can with ſo much the 
more Eaſe to their reſpective States, not only recruit, but 


augment their Forces. We have had good experience of this 


Truth in the preſent War, in which the Allies have kept 


| a better Union and Correſpondence than they had in any 


former Alliances. 

The great Victory which the French had over Prince 
Waldeck, in the Plains of Hleuri, ſerved to bring an Army 
Into the Field, even the latter end of the ſame Campaegne, 
of 70000 Men : which has ſince- oblig'd the French King 
to augment his Forces to ſo vaſt a Number, to keep up the 
Credit of his ſucceſsful Armies, that he has entirely exhauſted 
his Treaſures, and now finds himfelf puſh'd to ſuch a non-plus, 
that far from being able to augmeat his Forces, as the Allies 
have done fince the Battel of Landey, he is hardly able to 


pay thoſe he has ndw on foot ; and which is worſt of all, 


whereas before he ſupply'd the want of Money, in ſome 
meaſure, by making his Armies ſubſiſt in the Enemies Coun- 


trey, he has had the Mortification, this Campagne, to ſee 


them cat and deſtroy his own Frontiers. There was there- 
fore a certain Neceſlity that the French ſhould, in common 
Prudence, have undertaken ſomething the laſt Winter, which 


was the only Time they had left to keep up the Credit and 


Reputation of their Arms. 


And 
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And as there was a Neceflity for them to have done ſome- 
thing then ; ſo (I may ſay) they have not had a fairer Oppor- 
tunity all this War, it we conſider either the State of our Army, 
or the Poſture and Condition of Afﬀeairs in this Countrey. 
Our Army had been weaken'd by the Overthrow at Landes : 
And though our Lofles were far from being fo conſiderable 
as the French made it, yet no doubt it did very much dif- 
concert our Affairs ; and beſides, the Soldiers wading tho- 
rough the Geer to make their eſcape, and lying wet for feve- 
ral Days after, cauſed many Sickneſles amongſt them, inſo- 
much that our Engliſh and Scotch Force; never wanted more 
Recruits than they did the laſt Winter z. and they have not 
yet been later in bringing their Recruits over, and in Com- 
picating their Regiments : ſo that in reſpe& of our Army, 
the French never had a greater Encouragement to put them 
upon ſome Action. 

And as for the Poſture and Condition of Aﬀeairs, in rela- 
tion to the Countrey, the Death of the late Biſhop of Liege, 
and the following Diflentions of the Chapter, gave the French 
King the happieſt Opportunity he could wiſh for, to have 
driven the Allies out of that Place ; which, no doubt, would 
have made room for the Cardinal of Boxillor's Pretenſions in 
the following Ele&tion, and would have given him a great 
ſhare in the Suffrages of the Chapter. And though the Pope 
has given ſo authentick a Confirmation of the Juſtice of the 
Ele&tor of Cologne's Cauſe in the laſt diſputed Ele&ion, yet 
if the French had made themſelves Maſters of Lzepge the laft 
Winter, 'tis very probable that the Cardinal of Bouillon would 
have found more Favour at the Court of Rome in this Suit 


and that the Committee of Cardinals deputed for that pur- 


poſe, would have found a great deal of Right on his fide in 
the French Canon Law, to have placed that Mitre upon his 
Head : And the Cardinal Je Bouillon being abſolutely the 
French King's Creature, he could then have look?d upon the 
Principality of Lzege as in a manner his own, and thus have 
advanc'd his Frontier to the very Gates of Maeſftricht, which, 
as to its Civil Government, is equally divided between the 
States-General and the Biſhop of Liege ; which then PI 
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have oped to him an Inlet into the States Dominions, the 
thing he has ſo much long'd for, and has been fo muclt 
endeavouring after all this. preſent War. As for Newport, 
and the Frontiers m Hangers, the King provided for their 
Safety, by ſending the Jaſt Winter a ſpeedy Supply of Eighe 
Bartalions from England 5; Tiffeny and the three French Re- 
g1ments firſt, who, were quarter'd'in the Camerlings Ambacht, 
(tor ſo the Countrey is calld about the- Canal of Newpor:,) 
and afterwards Lloyd, St. George, Friderick Hamilton, and Co- 
lonel Þgoldsby's Regiments, which were diſpos'd into Quar- 
ters, for a time, in Offend and Newport ; but ſtill T dare ſay, 
that the reſt of our Army was in no very good Condition to 
have taken the Field, it the French had undertaken any Siege 
during the Winter.. 

AJl this being conſider'd, no other Reafons can be alledged: 
why the French were ſo quiet all the laſt Winter, and ſo 
contrary t&-their Intereſt, which oblig'd them to ſome Action, 
but theſe following. Firſt, The Dearth and Famine thac 
raigned in Frznce, and in the Conquer'd Countrey , which 
was indeed greater than can be expreſſed, or than can 
hardly be believ'd ; though the French Court, and .the Kin 
by his Edits, us'd all poſſible means to prevent it, and to 
cover the inward Sutterings of his Kingdom. We have ſcer: 
in Bruges, and in molt of our Towns in Flanders, very lamen- 
table Inſtances of it, where they fled from the neighbouring 
Parts of France, and the Paiis Conquis, for Bread ; and many 


of them had been ſo long without it, that chough they had: 


Bread given them, yet they could nor eat it, and died in the 
Streets : They came in fuch Multirudes, that the Mapiſtrates- 
have been forced to {tand' Centries at the Gate;, to: hinder 
them from coming in :. But ſince they have had a. fruitful 
Harveſt in Farce, his Edits acknowledge im plain Terms, 
what but ſome Months. before they ſmother*d- over with fine 
Words, to amuſe and deceive the People. The French 
King, for this Reaſon, could not ſupply and fill his Stores: 
with Corn, a Thing abſolutely Ken 2-06 for a Winter Cam- 
pagne : His Subjetts were Hungry, and began to be Loud- 
and Clamorous ; which, if his Purveyors had bought up the 


Corn:

. Corn of the Countrey to fill the King's Stores, might eaſily 


have been improved into a Revolt ; for Sedicions and Tu- 


 mults about it there had been many in ſeveral Provinces of 


his Kingdom. The Second Reaſon, was, Becauſe his own 
Infantry, notwithſtanding the Vietory at Landen, had been 
fo well handled there, and had been fo fatigu'd in the Siege 
of Charleroy, that his Battalions were fo weak, they. could not 
be in a Condition ta ſerve in a Winter Siege, though the 
Miſery ob his Countrey ſupplied his Army with raw Soldiers 
enough to recrait them. *Fhe Third, was, 'The ill Condition 


of. his Cavalry ; which, beſides the Lofles of the foregoing 


Campagne, muſt be very much weaken'd by the want of 
Forage, the neceſſary Conſequence of the Famine at home 3 
inſomuch, that whereas the French Troups had before the 
ſame complement wich ours, yet the laſt Winter they were 
reduced to Forty a Troup; which does ſufficiently ſhew that 


'the French King wanted Horſes, and that he could not 


re-mount his Cavalry. "The Fourth - Reaſon, was, The 
want of Money, which 1s juſtly called the Sinews of War, 


' and wichout which, the beſt concerted Deſigns muſt miſcarry : 


And the Scarceneſs of Money was fo great in his Army, that 
they ſubſiſted all the laſt Winter upon Credit in their ſeveral 


Warters ; even the very Lieutenants and Enfigns were or-. 


derd to have Credit in the Publick-Houſes and Vivandiers, 
the firſt for a Groat, andthe latter for Three-pence a Day to 
ſubſiſt them. I may write this for Truth, becauſe *twas the 


Report * here laſt Winter ; and I enquired of Officers that + 


were Priſoners th's Summer in our Army, who: owned it.to 
have been ſo. Whilſt the French King's: Aﬀairs were ſo 
at Home, the Allies were encreaſing,: their Forces, and 
making new L.evies in England, the: Empire, Holland, Flanders 
and Taly, to endeavour to turn-the: Scale of the War, which 
hicherto had turn'd fo proſperouſly and ſucceſsfully on the 
French King's ſide. * Aad the Event of this Campagne is a 
convincing Argument that they have not beſtow'd their 
Money in vain : That the French King has hitherto ow'd his 


Jucceſs more to the Number of his Troops, than to their. 


Rravery.. Though I do not fay this to leſſen the. Praiſe and. 
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(6) 
Commendation they deſerve, but only to fix and ſettle the 


Judgment of Things in an equal Ballance ; which is the right 
and juſt way of judging of Succeſs in Military and other 


 Aﬀairs. . 


This was the State and Condition of Things the laſt 
Winter, and towards the Opening of this Campaegne ; 
about which time the King came over from England, to put 
Himſelf at the Head of the Confederate Army in Flanders, 
though later than His Majeſty had done hitherto : But the 
Settling of the Fund for the Army, Navy, and New Levies, 
had drawn the Seffions of Parliament to ſuch a length, that 
the King could not come over ſooner. Afﬀer the King's 
Arrival in Holland, His Majeſty having had ſome Conferences 


with the States-General and Miniſters of the Allies at the 


Hague, went, for ſome few Days, to take his uſual Divertiſe- 
ments at Loo ; but Orders were ſent to all Garrifons to be 
ready to March and take the Field : though the French ſtill 
continued very quiet in their Frontiers, without making any 
Motions to form a Camp. | 

On the 17th of May, Sir Henry Bellafzs received Orders to 
March the next Day with the Garriſons of Bruges, Oftend, 
and thoſe quarter*d upon the Canal of Newport, to form a 
Camp by Ghendt. The Cavalry march'd out ſome Days be- 
fore, to canton upon the Countrey for Forage : and the 
Forces quarter'd in the Frontiers of Holland, and the Garriſon 
of Bruſſels, received Orders about the ſame time to March and 
form a Camp at Bethlehem and Terbank, near Louvain, under 


the Command of the Duke of Ho/feivw. On the 18th. of 


May, Eleven Battalions marched out of the Garriſon of Bruges ; 
and were joyn'd by the Four Regiments that had been upon 
the Canal of Newpcrt, Two Battalions from Oftend, One 
from Damme, and one from Sluys: Thoſe from Bruges were 
of the Scots Guards, TI wo Battalions ; the Royal Regiment, 
One Batcalion, (the ſecond was left in Garriſon ; ) Granville, 
Tidcomb, Caſtleton, Ingoldsby, Mackay, Graham, Offarrell and 
Maitland : from the Canal Tiffeny, La Meloniere, Belcaſtel and 


Marton ; from Oftend, Lauder's and Ferguſon's ; ( Argyle's Regi= 
ment. 
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ment remain'd in Garriſon : ) from Damme, Lloyd : from Az. 


Sluys, St, Amand, being the Regiment lately Commanded by 
Count Horne : Thele, to the number of Nineteen Batca- 
lions, march'd that day about half-way to Ghendr, upon the 
Canal of Bruges, being Commanded by Sir Henry Bellafis, 
and Major-General Ramſay. The next day they march'd on 
to Ghendt, and encamp'd at Mary Kirk, where the Duke of 
Iirtemberg and the Count de Naſſau came out of the Town 
to ſee them ; where they halted cill the 21ſt, That day they 
march'd thorough Ghend:, making their way to the Canal of 


' Bruſſels : And this ſame day the Garriſon of Ghezdr, com- 
poſed of Three Battalions of Engliſh Guards, the Fuſiliers, 


and Seven Battalions of Danes, march'd out of the Town 


nd joyn'd them : The Zealand Battalion of Danes remain'd 


in Garriſon, - and Colonel Sehyjnz was . put in the Brigade 
Commanded by Sir David Collier : The Regiments of St.George, 
and Frederick Hamilton, that had left their Garriſon of Oftend 
to be more conveniently quarter'd near Ghend:, upon the 
Canal of Bruges, joyn'd them likewiſe this day 5; and 
Count Nu/ſau's Regiment, from the Ss wan Ghendt. Count 
Naſſau, as Eldeſt Major-General, put himſelf in this March 
at the Head of this Body of Foot ; and the Duke of Wirrem- 
berg went on before, to wait upon the King at his Arrival 
at the Camp at Berhlehem. But our Train of Engliſh Artil- 
lery that had remain'd all the Winter in Ghendr, was not yet 
ready, for want of Horſes ; for which reaſon, Sir David 


| Collier was left there with Selwyn, Granville, Tidcomb, Caſtleton, 
Graham, Offarrel, - Ferguſon and Ia Meloniere's Regiment, to 
guard the Train, when it ſhould come up to the Army: 


Which Brigade of Foot encamp'd on the other fide of the 
Town, upon the Way to Dendermond. All the Engliſh Horſe 
and Dragoons march'd the ſame day out of Ghend:, being 
joywd by the Foreign Horſe, upon Engliſh Pay, that had 
quarter'd in Bruges, and canton'd upon the Villages between 
Bruſſels and Dendermond, being Commanded by Monſieur 
d Auverquerque. The Dutch Cavalry did the fame in the Vil- 
lages between Tongres, Maeſtricht and Haſſel, Commanded by

The * Poor; trad {uffer'd ſo much between Bruſſels, Louvain 
and the Meuſe, the former Campagnes, in which their Coun-

work in vain, This obliged us to canton our Cavalry, which

The 24th, the King came to the Camp that had been 
Fornr'd near the Cloiſter of Terbank, where His Majeſty found 
Thirty fix Battalions of Dutch Infantry ; and the Regiments 
of Churchill, Trelawmey, and Erle, that had been quarter'd the 
Winter at Malines : And the ſame day the Dutch Guards left 
their Winter Quarters upon the Canal of Br«ſſe/s, to come up 
to the Camp. His Majeſty took his Quarters at the Abbey 
of Bethlehem ; where he was waited upon by the EleQors of 
Bavaria and Cologne, who had left Bruſſels the ſame day for 
-that purpoſe, to Complement his Majeſty upon his Arrival to 
the Army. | 
The 26th. the Engliſh Infantry, under the Command of 
Count Naſſau, Sir Henry Bellajis, and Major-General Ramſey, 
-paſs'd the Canal of Bruſſels, at YVilvorde, and encamp'd at 
| Stannokezeel : And the Dutch Guards arriv*d at the ſame time 
at Bethlehem, where they encamp'd upon the King's Quarter, 
£©o-mount the Guard, The 27th. the Eight Battalions that 
had been left at Ghendr, under the Command of Brigadier Co]- 
ler, to guard the Engliſh Train of Artillery, came up to /;/- 
vorde, where they encampd between it and Grimberg, along 
the Canal: The Artillery was ſent by Water to Malines, 
Where the Artillery-Horles had been order'd to come from

H\llaud. The 28th. the Body of Foot encamp'd at Srannokezvel, 
being joyn'd by Stanley and Collingwood's Regiments from Dex- 
dermond, march'd to the General Rendezvous by' Louvain, 
and encamp'd upon two Lines, with the Right at the King's 
Quarter at Bethlehem, and the Left towards Louvain. Three 
or four Dutch Regiments encamp'd in the ſame Line upon 
the Left, The 31ſt. the King review'd all the Englith In- 
fantry that was come up to the Camp, in the preſence of the 
Electors of Bavaria and Cologne, who were come froin Bru!- 
ſels to be at the Review ; and they appear'd in very good 
Order, Cloaths and Accoutrements. | 
The French (as we have ſaid before) had mark'd their 
General Rendezvous on the other fide of the Sambre, be- 
tween it and the Meuſe, where, by this time, moſt of the 
Army was come up ; but ſtill they continued canton'd upon 
the Country, both Foot and Horſe, for the Prefervation of 
Forage : Which thing was very carefully look'd after on 
both ſides. The 2oth. the Marſhals of Luxembargh and Vil. 
leroy came to Head the Army canton'd near the Sambre, 
and the Infantry drew out to * Ws a Camp : And the 22d. 
the Dauphin, whom the French King had appointed to 
make this Campagne in Flanders, as Generaliſſimo ot his Forces, 
both to get the Knowledge and Experience of a General ; 
and alſo, becauſe where there are ſeveral Mareſchals of France 
in an Army, it has been a Rule generally obſerved by the 
French Court, to put a Prince of the Blood-Royal over 
them, to prevent Diſputes. The Dauphin was follow'd by 
the Dukes of Chartres and Bourbcn, and other Princes of the 
Blood : And the Armies, on both ſides, were now come to 
their General Rendezvous, and all things ready for the Open- 


ing of the Campagne.

The 3d. day of Fune, the Army decamped from Berh- Lune 
lehem and Terbank,and paſs'd the Dyle by Louvain,at Hawre : We * © 
march'd by the Camp we had laſt Year at Park Abbey, and 
the Defiles of the Bozs de Merdal ; but all along this March we 
could hardly tind any Corn upon the Grow:d, but here and 
there, it may be, half an Acre: The _—_ had left the Coun- 
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trey ſo bare, that they boaſted of Starving both Armies into 
a Peace. The King took his Quarter, aiter this days March, 
on the other ſide of the Bozs de Merdal, at the Cloyliter of 
St. Hertogendale, in French Valeduc, a Cloyſter of Nuns-of the 


\ Order of St. Bernard, (not Benedifins, as I ſaid in my laſt 
Year's Account,through a miſtake : ) And the Army encamp?d 


with the Right at Tourine Bavechein, Two Pariſhes that have 
but One Curate, and belonging to the Dioceſs and Princi- 
pality of Liege, though ſurrounded on all ſides with the Coun- 
trey of Brabant. The Left of the Army went by the Vil- 
lages of Slzys and Meldert, and reach*d as far as Hoexem, 
within an Engliſh Mile of 7:/monut. The Brigade of Guards 
encamped upon a Line by the Cloyſter of Yaleduc, to cover 


| the King's Quarter. The whole Army was here diſpos'd 


into Brigades, and interlin'd with a Brigade of Horſe, and a 


Brigade of Foot ; ſo that a Brigade of Foot in the Front, was 


ſuſtain'd by a Brigade of Horſe in the Rear : But becauſe the 
Cavalry was not yet come up, Intervals were left onngy 


in both Lines, till they ſhould joyn the Army. The Engli 


Horſe and Dragoons, upon this March, lete their Quarters 


between Bruſſels and Dendermomd, and advanc'd to the Villages 


between 1alines, Louvain, and Tilmont, where they canton'd, 
as before ; and My Lerd Arhlone left the Neighbourhood 
of Tongres, to canton the Dutch Cavalry nearer our Army, 
between Haſſel,_ =t. Tron, and Leauwe, The 4th. we were 
joyn'd by the Eight Regiments under the Command of Bri- 
gadier Collier, which we had left encamped at Yilvorde; and 
and by Ten Battalions under the Command of Lieutenant- 
General Terran, which had march'd out of the Garriſons of 
Maeſtricht, Tongres, and Haſſe 5 Four of them were ſome of 
the Swiſs Regiments which the States-General had rais'd the 
laſt Winter for their Service. The French being informed of 
our March to the Camp at Yaldac, had juft Reaſon to fear 
leſt we ſhould advance farther towards the Sambre ; for which 
Reaſon they palſs?d this River on the 4th. and encamp'd at 
Gemblours, where the Dauphin took up his Quarter. He re- 
view*d all his Forces here, and diſpos'd them into ar: Order of 
Partel ; of which you may read the Z:i/} following.

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So that according to this Lf, the Dauphin had Sixty and 


Nine Squadrons in the Firit and Second Line of his Righe 


Wing of Horſe, and Sixty and Six in the Left, and Twenty 
and Nine Squadrons of Dragons, Huſfars and Mouſquetairs 
in the Reſerve, which makes in all 164 Squadrons. And 
becauſe the French had reformed their Troups of Horſe, laſt 
Winter, to Forties, we muſt compute each of their Squa- 
drons to be, at their coming in the Field, of x20 Horſe-men ; 
which makes the Total of the Horſe and Dragens of this 
Army to be 19680. The Foot conſiſted of Forty Battalions 
in the Firſt Line, and Thirty Nine in the Second, and Three 
in the Reſerve, which makes in all 8z Battalions ; which, at 
600 Men each Battalion, at the firſt coming into the Field, 
amounts to 49100 Men. So that the Total of this Army, 
Commanded by the Dauphin, and under him by the Mar- 
ſhals of Luxembourg and Villeroy, came to 68880 Men, beſides 


what belonged to the Artillery, as Gunners and Matroſfles, 
Miners, &*c. 


We ſhall not make a Computation of all the 
Forces the French had in Handers, till we come to ſpeak of 
the Bodies Commanded by the Marſhal Je Bouflers, the Mar- 
quis de Harcourt, and the Marquis de /a Valette 5 which ſhall be 
in their proper Places. 

The Dauphin being come with this Army to Gemblours, 
within a Day's March from ours 3; likewiſe there being bur 
little Forage about our Camp, which hinder*d the Cavalry 


from ſubſiſting in it 3 the King, for this Reaſon, order'd to 


make a Retrenchment to cover our Body of Foot, in caſe 
the Enemy would have come to attack us. Our Right was 
cover'd by the Villages of Tourine and Bawechein ; the firſt 


| being juſt upon the brow of a Hill, below which runs a 


ſmall Current which has its Spring at Bavechein, and ſo goes 
by Ham, and other Villages, into the River Dyle : The Bri- 

ade of Guards encamped upon another Hill, ſeparated from 
the Right of the Main Body by this Current, and cover'd the 
King's Quarter. 'The Left was cover?d by deep, hollow 
Ways, and other Defiles of the Villages of Sluys and Meldert, 


and a little Brook which riſes at Meldert, and fo runs by 


Hoexem, Oirbeck, and Cumtick, to Tiſmimt : The Ground was

upon ihe Center of our Line ; which Plain went from the 


Y illage of BojJu, and the Abbey of Florival, croſs our Camp 


towards 7:/::ot , and again on the other fide of the Villages 
of $lzys and Meldert, towards 7adoigne. "The French took up 


this Camp laſt Year, when we were encamped at Park, 


ſtretching their Line along the Plain trom the Abbey of Fle- 


rivel rowards Tilmont, with the Villages of Teurine and Ba-_ 


vechein 1n_ their Front, and Sluys and Iecldert in their Rear, 


where they had their Head-Quarter. 'And the Year before, 


we encamped one N:ght in this Plain, ftretching our Left 
another way, towards 7:d4o;gne ; and the King's Quarter at 
Meldert and our Right near the Bois de Merdal ; which 
now at this Camp ot Hertcgendale remained in our Rear. 
This was the Situation of our Camp ; ſothat nothing remain'd 
open to the Enemy but the Plain upon our Centre ; which 
the King, upon the coming of the French tc Gemblours, or- 
derd to be fortified wich a Retrenchment from Bawechein to 
Sluys and Meldert. We had ſeveral Parties toward the Sambre, 
to obſerve the Motions of the French ; and upon their March 
to Gembl:urs they took many Priſoners which had ſtraggled 


from the Army, among which were ſome of the late King's 
| Guard. The 5th. the Three Second Eattalions of Guatds, 


and Eppinger's Dragons, were ordered to encamp on the other 
{ide of the King's Quarter, between it and the Bozs de Merdal, 


' to cover it from Parties skulking in the Wood. The 6th. the 


Engliſh Artillery came up from ales, under the Eſcort of 
Brewer, Leſley, and Buchan's Regiments, which joyn'd us this 
Day. Theſe Three Regiments, with thoſe of Srrathnawer and 
Hamilion, had come but lately from Scotland ;, they were put 
in Quarters at Leer and Malines, to put themſelves in a C-on- 


dition to take the Field, and Srrathnaver and George Hamilton 


were ſent to Ghendr, Our Engliſh Train of Artillery con- 
lifted of Sixty Pieces of Cannon and Six Mortars, Four 
Companics of Gunners and Matrolſes, and One Company 
of Miners, all of One Hundred Men each. This ſame day 


we were alſo joyn'd by the Cavalry, who came up only tobe 
review'd, 
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Cel 
review'd, and encamp'd by Brigades in the fevera! Intervals 
that had been left for them, (as we have ſaid before.) The 
King review'd, the ſame day, the Eight Regiments which had 
come up to the Camp the 4th under the Command of Briga- 
dier Collier, in the preſence of the Ele&ors of Bawaria and 
Cologne, Who had left Bruſſels to come to Louvain, to be nearer 


_ the Army, where His Ele&toral Highneſs expe&ed his own 


Bavarian Foot and Dragoons, to form a Camp of his own 
near Louvain. The day following, the King review'd all 
the Horſe that had come up the day before, the Electors 
being preſent : And as the ſeveral Regiments were reviewed, 
they march'd again to their reſpe&ive Quarters where they 
had been before; the Engliſh, upon the Villages between 
ouvsin, Arfchot, and Tilmont; and the Dutch, towards 
Haſjel and Leauwe ; and appear'd all of them, both Men and 
Horſe, in very good Condition and Order. We were very 
careful for the Conſervation of Forage, which was but ſcarce 
in this Countrey. The Horſe, for this reaſon, continued can- 
ton'd ; and the Foot had Orders to cut down:no Corn, upon 
pain of Death. On the 8th. the French 'march'd from 
Gemblours by One in the Morning, to Bonef, upon the e- 
hagine where the Dauphin had his Quarter. For which rea- 
ſon, the King ordered the Army to March the next day upon 
the Left, towards 7:;1mont, to be nearer,to obſerve the French, 
who were making their Motions between the Geet and the 
Fecker, towards Liege. Accordingly the Army march'd the 
next day towards 7:imort, and encamp'd with the Right at 
Rooſcheck, where the King had his Quarter ; and the Lefc 
upon the Geer, between 7:i/mont and Linther. Our Front 
was coverd upon the Left with the River Geer, and the 
Town of 7i/mont 3; the Center, with the Villages of Cumrich, 
and the little River that runs into the Geer at Tilmont. We 
had the little River Yelpe in our Rear, that falls into the Geer 
below Leauwe. So that our Right only was open in the 
Camp between the Village of Camrich and that of Roeſebeck. 
The whole Body of Foot, conſiſting then of Eighty eight 
Battalions, encamped upon "Two Regular Lines, and was 
difpÞos'd in the Brigades following. Of the Engliſh and

Churchill and Ramſey, Major-Generals of his Forces : But at 
this Camp,- the King declared Count Naſſau (that had been 
Major-General ever fince His Majeſty's coming over to Erg- 
land) Lieutenant-General ; and the Colonels Firz-Patrick 
and Offarrel, Brigadiers. And in the Dutch Army, the Count 
de Noyelles was declared Lieutenant-General by the King ; 
and he made the Brigadiers Fagel, Salich, and PEſcluſe, Major- 


Generals in the Infantry ; and the Prince of Azhalt, the Duke 


of Holſtein- Norburg, the Colonels Ratzauw and Dedem, Briga- 
diers: And of the Horſe, the Brigadiers 1:terſum, Warfuse, 
Hubert, and Stain, were made Major-Generals ; and the Co- 
lonels Dompre, Roo, Lippe, Zell, Piper, and Montigny, were 
made Brigadiers. In the Engliſh Dragoons, Brigadier Ep- 
pinger was made Major-General ; and the Colonels, Mar- 


 thews and FWhne, Brigadiers. But becauſe the Horſe did not 


come into the Line of Battle in this Camp, T ſhall omit the 


Inſerting tke LiF## of the Army, till we come to the Camp at 


Mount St. Andre... 
The 1oth. the French Army decamp'd from Bonef, upon 
the Aebaigne, and marched into the Paris de Liege, as far as 


St. Tron ;, the Dauphin's Quarter with the Right at this Place ; 
the Left went along the Fvar, or Fecker, almoſt as far as 


Harrem, Which River remain'd then in their Rear. The 
lame day, the King review'd Brewer, Leſley, and Bachar's

The Marquis de Harcourt Wad form'd another Body of 
Horſe and Dragons. in the Paiis de Luxembourg, of between 
Twenty and Thirty Squadrons ; but I have not ſeen a Lift of 
them. However, upon the Mareſchal de Bouflers's paſling the 
Meuſe, he came with his Army, and encamped in the Condros. 
At the ſame time, the Enemy formed another ſmall Body, 
| between Harlebeck and Courtray, under the Command of the 
Marquis de 1a Valette, Lieutenant-General of the French Forces, 
to cover their Line between the Lys and the Scheld, in caſe we 
ſhould endeavour to make another Attempt on that ſide, as we | 
had done the laſt Year. T have had a Eiſt of this Army, but | 
with the ſame misfortune as the former, to be a little mang1'd, 
for want of knowing the Language ; however, where the 
Names were not French, or doubtful, I have omitted them.

and 6000 Foot. So that the French had in all, of Foor, in the - 


Field, in Handers, in the Dauphin, Bouffiers, and Lz Valette's 


Army, 107 Battalions, which makes 6; 200 Foot : And of 
Horſe. in theſe Three Armies, and the Marquis Je Harcourr's 


(which we ſhall ſuppoſe to be 2 Squadrons, which, I dare 
ſay, was the leaſt,) 226 Squadrons ; which, accordins to this 
Year's Computation of the French Squadrons, amounts to 
27120 Horſe. So that the Total of the Enemy's *Forces in: 
Flanders, both Foot and Horſe, made 91320 fighting Men : 
Which is a very great Army, though inferiour to what they 
had the laſt Year. 2. 

The French King having ſent his Fleet into the Mcdirer- 
ranean, to make ſome confiderable Conqueſt in Catalonia, 
had left his Coaſts deſticute of any Defence trom the Sea ; for 
which reaſon he was obliged to have ſome Forces diſpers'd 
up and down the Provinces of Britany and Normandy, to 

revent a Deſcent, and the Inſults of our Fleet. Which he 
did effeftually at the Bay of Camarer, though he had not the 
ſame Succeſs in other Places 

The French King likewiſe foreſeeing that the Allies would 
have ſuch an Army in Handers the Campagne following, as 
would hinder any more Conqueſts on that fide, thought it 
more convenient to make a conſiderable Detachment both 
of Horſe and Foot, the laſt Winter, towards Catalonia ; where 
the ill Poſture of the Spaniſh Aiairs gave him the Proſpe& 
of keeping up the Credit and Reputation of his Arms by ſome 
Conquetts : And 'tis very probable that he would have poſ- 
ſe{s'd himſelf of the whole Principality of Catalonia, if the 
King had not provided for its Safety, by ſending our Fleet, 
under the Command of Admiral Rufe/, into the Streights. 
W hich ſo much thwarted the French Deſigns, that they were 
forced to content themſelves with the Taking of Palamos and 
Gironne, and to omit the more important Siege of Barcelsns. 
This is the reaſon, that though.the French had a very good 
Army in the Field this Campagne,. in Handers, yet it was 
very much inferiour to what o had at the Opening of the

We had above Forty Battalions in the Lines of Liege, and 
a good Garriſon in Maeſ#richr , and our own Army conſiſted 
now of Ninety Battalions, after the arrival of the Two Re- 
giments of Holfembuttel to our Camp: And it the French 
had not been cover'd by ſo many Rivers, which we maſt 
have paſs'd to come at them, they had run a great riſque of

Forces ; but the Nature of the Country gave Opportunity 
ro the French of advancing fo near to Maeſtrichr, having 
Rivers on all ſides between them and us, and between-:them 
and the Forces encamped in the Lines of Liege : And beſides, 
there was a neceflity of ſuffering the Enemy to conſume the 
Forage about Liege, for Reaſons that we ſhall mention here- 
after.

St. Andre, all the Dragoons incamped upon the Left, where 

che Left is the Poſt of Honour : 'Tis for this Reaſon that the 

Engliſh Dragoons in this Liſt fall after the Dzrch. Our Artil- 
Hery conſiſted of Sixty pieces of Cannon and fix Mortars, and 

four Companies of Gunners and Matrofles, and one of Miners, 

each of one hundred men. The Artillery was commanded 

by Colonel Goor, Lieutenant-Colonel Browz, and Major Slondt ; 
* and the four Companies of Gunners and Matroſfſes which carry 
3 Fire-Armes, were commanded by the Captains, Warſon, Cock, 
Vanderflam and Leſley. The Dutch Artillery confiſted of the 
{ame ſtrength both in reſpect of Cannon and Men, 

Ir appears by this Liſt of our Line of Battle at Mount Sr. 
Andre, that our Army confiſted in the Right and Lefr Wing, 
of 176 Squadrons of Horle, which at 150 Horſe each Squa- 
dron at our firſt coming into the Field, makes 2640a Horle 
the Reterve conſiſted of 54 Squadrons of Dragoons, 108 
each Squadror, which is our complement, which makes 5400+ 

G2 Dragoons 
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 Fuly. Dragoons ; by which the total of our Horfe and Dragoons 
amounted to 31800 Men, all very well Mounted and Armed ; 
but of the Dragoons eſpecially I may ſay, Thar ſuch a Body, 
either for Number or the good Order they were in, has hardly 
ever been in the Field, Our Infantry conſiſted of 63 Batta- 
lions in the body of Foot, 20 interlined in the Right Wing of 
Horſe, and 12 in the Left, which in all makes 95 Battalions, 
which at 6006 each Battalion at firſt coming into the Field, a- 
mounts to 51coo Foot and 318900 Horſe, which makes the 
total ſumme of our Army. at Mount St. Anare to be 838c9 
Men, and about 7020 which Count Thian had incamped un- 
der his command near Ghenat, of which we have given an 
' account before, which being added to the former ſumme, 
amounts to 95800 Men. This is all we had now in the Field. 
'Tis true that we had a great many Forces in Liege, of which 
I ſhall give an account to the Reader hereafter. But that 
Town being then our Frontier, it required an Army for a 
Gariſon ; and the condition of affairs in regard of that City 
did thenrequire our {pecial care tor its fafety ; ſo that what 
Forces we had in Liege at that time were uſelels as to the act- 
ing offenſively ; whilſt the Enemy were between us and the 
Aenſe, with as good an Army in the Field as ours, except 
what it had ſuffered by delerters; for by our computation of 
the French Forces above, it appears that they had here and in 
Flanders 91320 Men, which was but 4480 Men leſs than we 
had inthe Field in both theſe places, which in ſuch a number 
is no great odds : I put it therefore to the Judgment of Im- 
partial Men, whether the French were not in a better condi- 
tion to act defenſively againſt us this year, than we to have 

acted defenſively againſt them in the former Campaigns. 

We diſpos'd our Field- Pieces this March to mount to St. 
Andre upon the head of the Several Brigades of Foot , each 
Brigade had Five Field-Pieces, with Stores and Gunners pro- 
portionably. The Day following, Count Alefeldt was De- 
cach'd with his Brigade to the Village of Ramelies, which the 
EleQor of Bavarialeft to take his Quarter at Taviers upon the 
Mahaigne, and this Poilt was committed to the Charge of 
Major General Elenberg. We made a Retrenchment about 
Ramelzes, 
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Ramelies, and placed a great many pieces of Canon upon the July, 


height of this Village which commanded the Plain that leads to 
Huy. The ſame day we re*tified our Camp, which had been 
mark*d in haſte the day before to make the Line more regular, 
and filled up the Interval that had been lefe by Alefeldr's Bri- 
gade, The French being adviſed of our March towards the 
4Aebaigne, left this day their Camp between T ongres and Flies, 
and marched near to Huy, afrer they had paſſed the Faar upon 
ſeveral Bridges; they imcamped with their Right berween the 
Villages of /ignamort and Walef towards the Faar,and their Left 
at Feamale upon the Mehaigne, The Dauphin took his Quar- 
ter at /ignament, Within 1 wo Engliſh Miles of Hay ; and the 
French, which before made a ſhew of having ſome deſign upon 
Liege or Maeſtricl:t, now did not think themſelves ſecure enough 
m the Camp of Vienamont, though itrongs by Situation between 
the Merſe, the Faar, and /fehaigne, but immediately upon 
their coming to this Camp they fortified ic where it was open, 
between the Jaar and the Mehaigne, with a very good Re- 
trenchment, which they made as ſtrong as art and leaſure could 
do it. The Right of our own Camp, upon the Mehaigne, was 
within Two Leagues and a half of Namur, and within Four 
Engliſh Miles of the 4Jexſe : for which reaſon the French kept 
their Communications with Namur, from whence they had their 
Proviſions by Land on the other fide of the River, which before 
they hid by Water ; and the Varquiſs.d' Harcourt, which 
before lay incamped berween the Pays de Liege and that of 
Luxembourg, was ordered to come and Poſt himſelf on the other 
ſide of the Menſe near Huy, to cover the French Convoys, 
which otherwiſe would have been much expoſed to-the Excur- 
ſion of the Garriſon of Liege, which has an equal advantage on 
both ſides of the River : And becauſe the French were now very 
much ſtreightned in their Camp, that they had already forraged 
all about Liege and MMaeſtricht, and that there remained bur little 
Ground on this fide of the River which they could forrage ſe. 
curely on; the Dauphin, 10 Oy for the ſubſiſtance of his 
Army as long as he could, ordered all the heavy Baggage of the 
Army to march by uy to the other fide of the Merſe. This 


was the great Advantage of our Camp at count Sr. —y

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| That the French, which before ravaged all the Countrey be* 


tween Liege and Maeſtricht, were now forced toRetrench them- 
telves under the Walls of their own Garriſon of Hy ; and 
that iz pur all the Countrey on this fide of the Sawbre under 


our Command, {to far, that the French, though Maſters both of 


Namur and Charleroy, yet could nut hinder us from incamping 
in the Plains of Fleury, and were themſelves forced to paſs and 
re-paſs the Sambre, which is a great way about, to follow us in- 
ro f larders, And though uur Advantages were fo great by this 
Camp, yet we could not take it up ſooner, becauſe the French 
might then have ſubſiſted about Licge and Huy longer than we 
could have done upon the ehaigne; wnich would have expoled 
Liege too much to the French Power, upon our March to the 
Scheld. 

The 16th. S1zarts Brigade was detached out of the Line to 
incamp at the Cenfe, or Farm of Frangquenies, near the Abbey 


of Bonef upon the 17chairme, where they tntrenched themſelves, 


and the Guard of this Poſt was committed to the charge of 
Count Nefſau, Lieutenant General. This Village, with thar 


_ of Ramelies on the other ſide, Commanded the Plain before our 


Right Wing, ( where we incamped along the AZehaigae in the 
Campagne of 1692. where the King had his Quarter at K- 
mielies, and our Right by Perwys, and the Left at Brancon upon 
the Mebaigne : The French were then beſieging the Caſtle of 
Namur,) the reſt of our Camp was covered in the Front by the 
Leſſer, and in the Rear by the Greater Geer - The River in the 
Front wasa great way from the Line, above half of a League,

where we loſt ſeveral Horſes, and they took generally fome 
Priſoners. But if theſ2 were inconvenient to us from Namur, 
our Camp near Liege was equally inconvenient to the Enemy on 
that ſide from whom they took a great many Horſes and Pri- 
{oners; but few Deſerters came to us from this Camp, though 
they deſerted before in Multitudes, becaule they were lo clolely 
intrenched between Rivers that it was difficult for them, who. 
had a mind, to get away. 

The 17th. the King rid out very early, with a ſtrong De- 
tachment of 4000 Horſe, alons the Aehaigne, towards the 
Enemies Camp, and returned very late that Evening: The day 
following we had a general Forrage on the other ſide the Mehaigr. ; 
Several of the Enemies Squadrons appeared in fight of our 
Forragers; for which reaſon we fired three Pieces of Cannon 
from our Camp, the Signal to call them in. The French did 
forrage the {ame day on their fide, and theſe Squadrons were 
of the Detachment to Cover the Forragers, who were no leſs 
ſurpriſed to fee ſome of our Squadrons poſted near them for 
the ſame reaſon ; however there was no Action on either Side, 
though ſuch Accidents falling out have ſometimes brought two- 


Our 
Foragers nevertheleſs made a ſhifr not to come into the Camp 
empty, but we loſt ſome Horſes that tarried too long after 
the Signal given to come off, at which time the Detachment 
that cover'd the Foragers were commanded back to the Camp. 
Colonel Mathews loſt 8 Horſes out of his Regiment, and 3 of 
his Men were wounded. 
The 22th all the Dragoons removed from the Left to the 
Rear of the Right by Hotremont : What remained of the

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Ergli and Dutch Artiliery after the Field-pieces had been di- 
{tributed into the ſeveral Brigades of Foot, and that we had 
planted ſome others at the Village of Ramelies, came to be 
poſted here the day before from the ground between Mount 
St. Anare and Bonmale, Where it had incamped at our firſt 
coming here. And the 2414 the Duke of St. Albans and Co- 
lonel Luttercl came to the Camp from England ; the firſt to 


ſerve asa Voluntier, and the ſecond to go to Yerice and com- 


mand the 1riſh Forces in the Service of that Republick, with 
a Commiſſion of Major-General. This day we had another 
seneral Forage towards Wavre, where the Lord Colcheſter, 
now Earl of Rivers, loſt fome Horſes out of his Troop of 


Guards. The Parties not only from Namur, but from Afons 


and Charleroy, were very frequent, and came often to the 


very Rearof our Camp; ſo that upon a Forage, 'twas very 
hard to prevent the loſing ſeveral of our Horſes, either by 
negligent Men who did not take care to keep within the out- 
guards ; or others, who for choice of Forage would venture 
beyond them. 

The 26th we ſurrounded a party of the Enemies in a Wood, 
juſt by the Rear of our Left, where they had been decoy'd 
by a Boor, who gave notice of it to my Lord of Athlone. 
This wasa voluntary Party of diſmounted Troopers that had 
a great mind to ride ſome of our Horſes, and to mount them- 
{elves at our own coſt ; they got a Partiſan with them, who 
when they came near to our Camp inquir'd whereabouts our 
Horſes grazed ; the Boor told them, that they were ever 
day juſt by the Wood, and that if they would lie there in 
ambuſcade that night they would nut fail of Horſes the next 
morning : They took his advice, and the Boor came immedi- 
ately to advertiſe my Lord of Athlone of it, who commanded 
a Detachment of Dragoons and of the two Brigades of Foot 
interlined in the Left to ſurround the Wood, and to give no 
quarter ; ſo that they Kkill'd 20 of them up and down, and the 
Partifan among the reſt ; but at laſt they gave quarter to 17. 
Much about the ſame time one of our Parties, compoſed of 


Soldiers of Hukelom and Carles Regiments, brought in the 


Lieutenant-Colonel of the Dauphins Regiment, and feveral 
other 
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other Priſoners, which they took between Huy and Namur. July. 
And though 'tis none of my buſineſs to ſpeak of the ations of 
Parties and Partiſans, which have no more to do in the main 
buſineſs of an Army, than Privateers have in that of a Fleet, 
the one being upon Land what the others are at Sea, yet I can- 
not omit to ſpeak of a conſiderable adventure of one of our 
Farties, which ventured to pafs the Meuſe though nor 3o Men, 
and got about go Troopers in a defile, where they took all 
their Horſes, and made every one of them Priſoners, and re- 
pare the Menſe with their Booty, which they broughe ſafe- 
ly off. 
: The 21th Count Thian had a quiet Camp in the Neighbour- 
hood of Ghendr, where he ſeemed poſted only to make head 
againſt the Marquis De 1a YValerte near Courtray, yet he would 
not remain idle there, but about this time he made a Detach- 
ment of 300 Spaniſh Horſe out of his Camp, under the com- 
mand of the Lieutenant-Colonel of the Prince of Chinays Re- 
Siment, who in their way by Acth took a Reinforcement of 
700 Foot out of that Garifon, and the next day they were 
joyn'd with about 3 or 400 more of the fame Garifon : Theſe 
Forces attack'd the Frexch Line about St, Ghilain, and forced 
ſeveral of their Redoubts upon the Zaire, where they made 
50 Priſoners; they paſs'd the River after this, and plundered 
the Town of St. Ghilain, where there was a {mall Gariſon 
which abandon'd ir upon their approach, and retreated to 
Mons ; they detach'd ſeveral Parties in the Couutrey round 
about for Hoſtages, and made a very great booty of Horſes 
and Cattle which they brought to Aerh. 

The 27th the three Battalions of Guards in the Second Line, 
had Orders to incamp upon the Kings Quarter, a great deal of 
baggage of the Kings Horſe, and ſeveral, both Mules and 
Hor{es were on the other ſide of the little River which went 
under the Kings Quarter; and the King had information of the 
deſigns of ſome of the French Partifans to comeand endeavour 
to ſteal away what lay on the other ſide of this River, where 
it was expos'd to ſuch attempts; and beſides the Kings Quar- 
ter was removed from the Line of the Army, for which reaſon 


theſe three Battalions of Guards, and the Duke of Holſterns 
H Dragoons 
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Fuly, Dragoons incamped here by the Kings Quarter, the Guards on 
the other, and the Dragoons on this ſide of the Geer. 

The 28:4 we had another general Forage, under a good 
eſcort of 20 Squadrons of Horle commanded by Count Ty, 
Major-General, and a good Detachment of Foot commanded 
by Brigadier Collizr. Some Horſes were loſt of Brigadier 
Mathews his Dragoons, and two of his Men were Kkilld by 
the French Parties rhac lay in ambuſcade for a like occaſion. 

The 31th the King took a review of the 20 Brandenburgh 
Squadrons of Horſe that (as we faid above) had joynd the 
Elector of Bavaria at his Camp of Meer J/the, being com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General D' Witz and Major-General 
Sonsfeldt,; the Eleftor of Bavaria was preſent, and the King 
was very well pleaſed with the order they were in. The 
grand Muſquetiers made a very fine ſhew, being all French 
Gentlemen Refugies, very well Cloath'd with Scarlet Coats 
and Silver Lace, and as well Mounted ; they behaved them- 
ſelves very well the beginning of this War at the Siege of 
Bonne, and have been no lets ſerviceable this Campaign in 
that of Huy. 


Axruſt, The 1} of Augujt the King reviewed four Regiments of 
Saxon Horſe that had come up to the Camp the Saturday be- 
fore - They are included in the Line of Battle which we have 
incerted above. Intervals had been left for them in ſeveral 
Brigades at our coming to this Camp, which they fill'd up at 
their arrival ; ſo that their coming did not alter the Line of 
Battle above ſpecified ; they are only called Saxon Regiments 
in the Liſt, but their Names were Rebauld, Bernickow and 
Penharſen, the fourth I have forgot. The States have hired 
them for their {eryice from the EleCtor of Saxony ; and not- 
withſtanding that they had made a long march to come ſo ſoon 
to _ Camp from their Country, yet. they appeared in good. 
order. 

The 5:4 all the heavy Baggage of the Army was command- 
ed away towards Louvain under the Eſcorte of Brigadier 
yanes Regiment of Dragoons, which was ſent to garifon in 
Ghenat, becaule their Horſes were out of order for reaſons we 

have 
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have before alledged. A Man out of a Company was likewiſe Auguſt. 


derach'd for the ſecurity of the Baggage, under the command 
of a Captain, Lieutenant and Enſign, out of each Brigade, 
and the whole was commanded by Colonel, Lieutenanc- 

Colonel, and Major. | 
By this time Forage began to be very ſcarce in both Armies, 
which were very numerous, and yet had now been above two 
Months in and about the Pajris de Liege, The French had 
been in it from the very beginning of the Campaign, and now 
nad liberty of Forage bi between the eſe and the Faar, 
for that part of the Principality of Liege which lies on the 
other ſide of the Azeuſe call'd the Condros, affords but little 
Forage,; 'tis a Woody Country, and part of the Foreſt 
A Ardenne abounds in Coal-pits, which makes firing very 
cheap about this Country. The French for want of Forage 
on this ſide the Meuſe were forced to ſend their Horſes to feed 
on the other, having beſides the paſſage at Huy ſeveral Bridges 
upon the Afeuſe for that purpole. I ſaw a Letter abour this 
time from a Gentleman in the French Army to his Friend, da- 
ted from this Camp of Yignamont, wherein he complained for 
want of Forage, and that they wiſh*d very much for our de- 
camping, that they might have the liberty of going to a more 
plentiful Camp. As we have given a hint of it before, there 
was a reaſon to bring the Army to this want of Forage on both 
{ides in this Country, becauſe the King defign'd to bring his 
Army into Flanders to make room for the undertaking that has 
cloſed up this Campaign. Liege was our Frontier Town , 
which required an Army for its Gariſon, and the French being 
Maſters of Huy, they could not only incommode Z.zege very 
much, but march and ſubſiſt with their Army as far as /ae- 
ftricht, as we have ſeen this Campaign ; {ſo that above all things, 
'rwas neceffary to drive the French out of Huy, and eſtabliſh 
our Frontier there : But if we had march'd towards Flanders 
without conſuming firſt the Forage all over this Country, and 
without obliging the French themſelves to help us init ; upon 
our removal from this Camp, and our march towards the 
Scheld, they might have fallen upon Liege, and our great 
Towns in Brabant, which gs have been as good for them,

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| Azgnſt. as any Expedition we could have made in Flanders, and which 


1 believe they would have compaſs d fo much the ſooner, ſince 
thele places here are weak, and their Frontier Gariſons in 
Flanders very itrong. | 
The 5th, 240 Sifſe Deferters were ſent from 7aejtricht 
to the Camp to recruit the Suifſe Regiments we had tn our 
Army. 

The 6th an Order from the King was publiſhed at the head 
of every Regiment, to forbid Foraging without order, to go 
on Maroding, or to moleft Victuallers, or any perſons that 
came to the Camp with Proviſions, upon pain of death. For 
what moſt deſtroys and ruines a Country are theſe interloping 
Foragers and Marocers, who not only augment the ſcarceneſs 
in a Camp by plundering the Country people round about, bur 
often fall into the Enemies hands, whereby we loſe our Horſes, 
and our Men are made Priſoners. 

The 7th the Army had orders to be ready to march, and 
the Artillery and Pontons were ſent this day as far as Perwys, 
under the Eſcorte of the Regiment of Fuken or green Danes. 
"The French expected our march, for which reaſon they fired 
ſeveral pieces of Cannon from Huy to call in all their Horſes 
from the other ſide of the Aerſe. We had a report that the 
Fre:.ch had abandon'd it, and that what we heard was the 
blowing up of the Works, which appeared afterwards to be a 
ſtory ; though I believe the French had once a deſign of doing 
it, becauſe the week before they had ſent moſt of the Provif- 
ons and Stores from thence by water to Namur, but upon bet- 
ter thoughts they found the place of ſuch conſequence to us, 
that they reſolved to uſe their power to keep it if poſſible out 
of our hands. The French upon the news of our march, which 
they expected this day, fent ſeveral Parties and DPerachments 
out of the Garifon of : Namur, to obſerve the Flanks of our 
Columns upon the march, and take Priſoners or Baggage if 
they could find any ſtragling from the Lines : But becauſe we 
did not march, our Detachments were not yet drawn off from 
the other ſide of the Mebaigne, fo that ſeveral of the French 
fell into their hands, who were made Priſoners ; among the 
reſt, a Captain of Horſe of the Regiment of Tournelle, This 


_ Evening 
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Evening orders were given to march the next day, and though Angſt. 


we had a Defile to pals between the Mehaigne and Permvs, 
where the French might have the opportunity of attacking our 
Rear-guard the next day ; nevertheleſs we did not uſe any 
means to conceal our march from the Enemy ; it may be to 


irtice them out of their Retrenchments at Yienamoar to fall 


upon our Rear-guard, and to ingage them to a Battle, for our 
Rear guard was very well prepared to receive them. 

the 8h the Army decamped very early from Mount St. 
Anare, and directed its march towards the ſpring of the Me- 
naigne and Gemblours palling by the Deble of Perwys My 
Lord Portland had the Rear-guard, compoled of a good body 
of Horte, and the Brigade of Stuart and Alſcldt of Foot, 
which had been poſted at Franquentes upon the Mehaigne, and 
ſome Field-pieces The King kept with the Rear guard rill 
he ſaw it free from any attempts of the Enemy, where the na- 
cure of the Country did afford them an occaſion to have fallen 


upon it. We made a long march this day, and the weather 


being warm made {everal Soldiers faint under their Armes. 


The King took his Quarter at the Chateau of Sombref, our 
Right went towards Fleury at St. Amand, from whence it 
turned back almoſt in a right Angle to Marbar, where the 
Elector of Bavaria had his Quarter, and our Left went to- 
wards Gemblours as far as the Cerſe or Farm of Bretinchamp. 
The Kings Quarter being in the Front of the Army, was co- 
vered by all the Engliſh and Dutch Dragoons, who incamped 
before it upon a Line. The Enemy being {enſible that they 
could not hinder us from this Camp, and'expecting our march 
to this place, had ordered the ſmall body of Horſe and Dra- 
goons commanded by Colonel Yaillac from Namur, to march 
to Charleroy, both to cover that place, and to incommode our 
Foragers. We halred here the next day; we had made a 
long march, and the Rear-guard could not come up til] two or 


220g ; 
chree of the Clock in the Morning, and beſides it was neceſſary 


to ſee what the French would do upon this march ; whether 
they would go back to Liege, and endeavour to fall upon it, 
(chough the want of Forage could not allow them to ſubſilt 


there any longer) or whether they would follow us, and march 
up 
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Avugruſt. upon the Sambre : For if they had been obſtinate, to have kept 
1 on this {ide of the River, then the Plain of Fleury was a very 
| convenient place to try the Ifſue of another Battle, and the odds 
were not ſo great between the two Armies, but that the French 
(if they depend fo much on their boaſted Bravery ) might ve- . 
Ty well have ventured it, The Enemy out-did us in Foot by 
1'wo Battalions, as it appears by the Lit of their Line of Battle 
and ours, but we out-numbered them in Horſe and Dragoons ; 
however it appeared by the Enemies behaviour at this time, 
that they depend more upon the Number than the Eravery and 
Valour of their Soldiers. 
. The French had fo many reports of our marching the day 
before, in which they were deceived, that though we made no 
- ſecret of this days march, yet they were not certain of it tiil 
about Noon; their Right Wing of Horſe was then gone to 
forrage : The Dauphin cauſed ſeveral Pieces of Cannon to be 
fired to call themin ; the Reſolution was taken to follow us, and 
the Drums immediately beat the General to give notice of mar- 
ching. About Four in the Afrernoon the Dauphin began to 
move with the Right Wing of Horſe and Body of Foor, and 
paſſed the IMchargne at Falay, directing their March up along 
the Meuſe towards Namur. The Right Wing of Horle, Com- 
manded by the Mareſchal ze Villeroy, being returned from their 
Forrage, followed the Dauphin about Eight that Evening, and 
ſo they marched all Night and the next day, that they came a- 
bout the Evening between Spy and Maſey, and the Dauphin 
took his Quarter at the Chateau de Soye upon the Sambre ; bur in 
leaving the Camp of Yignamonr,the French provided for the ſafety 
of Huy,and left a Battalion to reinforce the Garriſon. When they 
were come up to this Camp,we could ditcover part of their Left, 
bur the little River that runs from Gemblorrs into the Sambre co- 
vered them,and remained between us: However though we were 
fo near one another, and that the Plains of Flewry offered a very 
bi convenient field of battle,yet the French were unwilling to hazard 
4. tt, bur rather refolved to make a Retreat, and pals the Sambre z 
_ = which they began that very Night : The Infantry of the Kings 
qt, Houſe led the way, and the next day the whole Army, with

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Filleroy, followed, and incamped at Auſart / Eſftrang, about Auguſt. 


a League and a half from Charleroy, between it and Namur ; 
but their T roops were ſo fatigued with the March, which con- 
tinued night and day, that the Colours of their Battalions 
were almoſt left bare, and Sixry Men made a good Battalion 
upon the March, the reſt being wearie ſtragled behind. The 
Mareſchal de YVlleroy was detached from this place with a Body 
of Horſe and Dragoons towards the 8chel4, ( where the Ene- 
mies were informed we did deſign to march with all ſpeed) and 
took his March by Jaubeuge, where he re-paſſed the Sambre, 
_ and paſſed the Sche/d the next day at Conde, making all diligence 
to get to Tournay, , 
'The Enemy upon our halt at Sombref the gth. fired ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon at Charleroy ; 1 ſuppoſe for Signals of our halt ; 
but che King being informed that the French would paſs the 
Sambre rather than venture the Iſſue of a Battle in the Plains of 
Fleury, and that they did actually begin to paſs it that very 
Night, gave Orders for the Army to march the next day. Ac- 
cordingly the Army left the Camp of Sombref the day following, 
and marched by 44/e towards Gcnap and NVivelle ; about noon 
we paſſed the Dyle at the Village and Chateau of Prome!, about 
Four in the Afrernoon our Right was got to Arkennes upon the 
Senne, that-runs by Nivelle and NNoſtredame de Halte to Bruſſelles. 
We incamped here this Night ; our Line went from Senre al- 
moſt to the Dyle, our Right at Arkennes, the EleCtor of Bavaria's 
Quarter; and our Left at FYaillantpont, not far from Promel, 
where we had paſſed the Dyle ; the King took his Quarter in the 
Town of Nzvelle. This 1s a neat little Town ; it lies in a Bot- 
tom, and ſo cannot be made ſtrong, however it has ancient 
Walls and Roundels about it, and is more particularly famous 
for the Abbey of Secular Chanoneſſes, which are all to be Wo- 
men of the firſt Quality of the Countrey ; they take no Vows, 
but may marry if they pleaſe, and leave their places. In the 
Choice they have Robes and Furrs like Secular Canons, and the 
Head-dreſs like Nuns; but otherwiſe, when they are out of the 
Church they dreſs themſelves like other Ladies. The deſign of 
the Foundation was for Women of the beſt Quality, that had: 


no conſiderable Fortunes, to live here Honourably, without in- 
= cumbring 
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Anguſt- cumbring the ſmall Eftate of the Family. The Abbels of this 
|  Collegiare Church is Lady of the Town; and the Army, on 
both ſides, have been very favourable to this place, for the fake 
of the Religious Ladies, 
Upon this March to Nivelle, the Colonel of the Dutch Tram 


of Artillery viſiting the Ammunicion Waggons, found a Stran- 
er in one of them that could give no good account of himlelf - 


He had got in by pretending himſelf to be of the Army, that he 


was weary, and could not march ; by which pretence, and 


a little Drinking-Money to the Waggoner, he got leave to get 


up in the Waggon : I he Dutch Colonel, that came to viſit the 


 Wagpons, {uſpected him, and cauſed him to be ſearched, and 


found a lighted Match about him, and beſides he gave {o il] an 
account of himſelf that he was foon diſcovered to be a Frenci- 
an, and that he was come from the Enemies to endeavour to 
{er fire to our Ammunitions: For which he was ſent to the Pro- 
voſte, where we ſhall leave him, til] we come to give an ac- 
count of his Puniſhment ſuitzble to the Enormity of the At- 
tempt. 

The 1 ith. Major-General Fage! was detacht, with the 1 wo 


' Brigades of Foot of Rantzaw and Dedem interlined in the Right 


Wing of Horſe, to go by Leſſines to Audenarde, and the Ar- 
tillery went with a good Eſcorte another way to joyn vs in the 
the Plains of Cambron, becauſe the Defiles were too difficult in 
the two following days March for the Artillery to go along with 
us; we were got into the Country of Hainault, which is ge- 
nerally very cloſe and woody. The ſame day the Army marcht 
from Nivelle and paſſed the Serne over ſeveral Eridges above, 


and at the Village of Arkernes, and ſo we came to Soignies. 


We loſt upon this March ſome of our Pontons, or Tin-Boats, 
and ſome Baggage taken by the Enemy, which ( as 'tis ſaid ) 
per{ſwaded the Men that looked after them to go a more conve- 
nient way, pretending themſelves to be Dragoons of our Army, 
and fo got them out of the Line of the Baggage ; they made the 
Men Priſoners, and took the Horſes from the Pontons and 
Waggons; they rifled the Baggage and took what they thought 
good, and left rhe reſt ; they blew up holes in the Pontons with 
powder, and fo left them, The Army being now come up by 


{ſeveral 
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ſeveral Defiles to Sojgnies ; our Right was at Horrues and 4 


Neufville, where the Elector had his Quarter ; the Left ſtret- 
ched out a little beyond Court Arbors ; and the King had his 
Quarter at Soignies, an old Town in the Charelleine of Aons, 
and within three ſhort Leagues of ic. As ſoon as the French 
had made themſelves Maſters of Aons, they Summoned the 
Burgh-Maſters, and Inhabitants, to come and ſwear Allegiance 
to the French King, and fince are reckoned in the Paijs Congurs. 
We heard firing of Cannon at ons this Evening, which ( as 
we had information the next day ) was for the Dauphine's Ar- 
rival at that place, where the whole Army followed him that 


_ very Night. Upon our march from Soxbref towards the Scheld, 
the French.made their utmoſt diligence to prevent any defigns 


we could have upon their Lines, or Towns, in Flanders; for 
which reaſon they marched on the i 1th. from Auſart 1,” Eftrang , 
(though their Army was already fatigued by their March night 
and day to get to that ſide of the Sambre; ) they went by Ham 
Sur Heure, and 1o repaſled the Sambre at Buſſiere, which was 
already a good March : But the Mareſchal de Zzxxembarg find- 
ing it neceſſary to get as far as ons that very Night, that he 
may come to the Scheld as foon as we, ordered all the Infantry 
co fling away their Snap-ſacks, and march with nothing but 
cheir Arms, and all the Baggage was ordered to itay behind ; 
he cauſed likewiſe all the Waggons of the Countrey to be ſum- 
moned to follow the Army with the Soldiers Snap-ſacks, and to 
take up the wearied Soldiers who could not march, and bring 
them after to the Camp. The Enemy made a halt at Buſſiere,afrer 
they had re-paſſed the Sambre, to refreſh themſelves; the Prince 
of Conti, who Commanded the Infantry as firlt Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral, .told them, T hat they had ſuffered bur lictle for the King's 
Service that Campaigne, ' hat the King's Service did now re- 
quire a quick and a ſpeedy March, and therefo:e that ſuch who 
loved His Majeſty's Service ſhould ſhew it, and follow their 
Colours. - He then cauſed 420 Piſtols-worth of Brandy, which 
had been brought from the neighbouring Towns for that pur- 
pole, ro be piven to the Infantry ro drink ; and fo the Colours 
were ordered to march on, and all the Foot, that were come 


up. endeavoured to ſhew their Zeal for the King's Service by 
I marching

marching along with them ; but all along Waggons were pro- 


vided to take up thole who could nor march, and Brand 


vpen every halc. The Enemy came very early, by break of 


day, near cs, to which place the Vauphine was got the 


night before. I cannot fay that they incamped here, becaufe 


all the Soldiers ] ents were left behind for a more expeditious 
march, but here they lay down upon the ground to reſt chem- 
{eives. - 

The r 2:6 the Army marched towards Ae: ; we paſſed the 
River of Cambron at Lens, and lo got into the Plain of Cam. 
b-o, where we incamped with our Right at /rchonwerz, with- 


in half an E:2/b mile of Acrh, where the Elector of 32avaria 


had his Quarters, and rhe Lefr at Zens, rhe Abby of Cambron 
remained in the Rear of the Lefr. We had the Town of 
Chievres kefore the Right, where the King took his Quarters. 
This is an old ruined Town, where the Spariards had once a © 
Gariſon, but the Frezch upon pretence that i was within the 
Ch.telicine of Trirnay, beat them our of it, and no Garifon 
has been in it ſince There is hardly a fner place in all the 
Seventeen Provinces for an Army to incamp upon, than the 
Plains of C:1-2b70v, where the ſtrength and ſcituation equals 
the beauty and conventency of the Plain, which reaches Been 
the Village of Jrchonwetz, to Lens upon the little River thar 
runs by Cambron, about five Engliſh Miles in length, wich a 
ſmal] riſing over againſt Cizevres, from whence we could have 
a perfect proſpect of the Camp from the Right to the Left. 
Our Right was covered by the Dender and Irchonwerz.,, which 


runs through Act/, where 'tis joyned by the River of Cam- 


tr2z; and our Left and Rear by the River which from Lens 
went round the Rear by Cambron Abbey, and fo ro Aeth. 
Our Front was covered by a Wood and clole Defiles which 
are berween this piace and Mons, The Artillery which we had 
ſent from N;vele another way, becauſe of the narrownels of 
the Defiles we were to march through, came up to us this day. 
But we could not long injoy the commodiouſnels of this Camp, 
the King was haſtening his march to the <chec/d, and ſo orders 
were given to march on the next day, 


1 he 
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The 13th in the Morning the Duke of Wirtemberg was com- Aug. 


manded with feven Brigades of Horſe, one of them under the 
command of Brigadier Zumlcy, to paſs the Scheld at Andenarde, 

where he was to joyn the two Brigades of Foot commanded 
by Major Fagel, detach'd from the Camp at Nzvelle, of which 
we have given an account before, An Expreſs was ſent like- 
wile to Count Thian to march up from Ghendr, with the bod 

under his command towards Axderarde ; and to {end the three 
TTerces of Walloon Foot to gariſon in Bruges, and to leave Bri- 
gadier Holſes Regiment in Deizſe, The ſame day the Army 
marched, the firſt Line paſſed the River of 7-chonwerz, above 


 Aeth, the {econd with the Cannon and Baggage marched 


through the Town. This Town, as it appears by what we 
have 1aid before, ts ſcituated at the confluence of two ſmall 
Rivers, the Dexaer and that of Cambron, which pals through 
the Town ; it was taken by the French King in 1667, in that 
irruption he made in Flanders after the death of Philip the 
Fourth : "I'was left tothe French King by the Treaty of Aix 
la Chapelle, and remain in their hands til] the Peace of NVime- 


2acr, When it was given up again to the King of Spain ; and 


as all Spaniſh Towns are very much improved by coming into 
French hands, 1ſo this place got a ſignal advantage by it : Ic 
was before of a very irregular figure, as appears by the Gates 
(before the French had it ) which are lefr ſtanding to this day, 
and its chief Strength conſiſted in the Morals made by the Den- 
der and Cambron River on the one fige of it, the other was for- 
tifed with weak Baſtions of Earth-work, commanded by the 
neighbouring ground, But as ſoon as the French had it yield- 
ed to them by the Treaty of Air 1a Chapelle, Mounfieur de 
LViauban was ordered to uſe his Skill about it. He new Mode[d 
the Circuit of the place, and brought it almoſt tu the figure of 
a regular Heptagone ; it has one fide longer than the reſt (up- 
on which is the Port of Tournay) which occaſions an almoſt 
flat Baſtion, elſe all the reſt of the Courtizes and Works are 
near equal ; the Circuit of the Town and ail the Works of it 
are faced with Free Stone, the Fofſe al} about the place 15 for- 
tifked with Tenailles or Horn-work in it, according to Mon- 


feur de Yaubans Vechoa of Fortification, and faced with Free 
2 <tone ; 
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Auguſt. Stone ; and the River Dender joyned by the other, paſſing 


through the Town, keeps the Foſſe always full of Water, 
which they can ſtop in the Town by Sluices, or ler it out again 
in Froſty- weather, at which time {uch a Foſſe would orher- 
wile be dangerous ; and becauſe the grouud about the Town, 
from the Port of A70zzs to that of Bruſſels, is high and com- 
mards the place, every Baſtion has a good Cavalier raiſed upon 
it to reinedy this inconventency. T he French had made a Horn- 
work by the Port of Afons, and another by the Port of Tour- 
nay, but as we marched through this place they were pulling 
it down to make it a double Fofſe and covered way between 
theſe two places, with Redoubts in the Angles, Saillants, or 
Points jetting out, which they found more convenient and de- 
fenſible. "The place has now three very ſtately Gates, that of 
Mons, that of Toxurnay, and that of Br»fſels, done according 
to Modern Architecture, with an Inſcription above each of 
them in Letters of Gold, in Latin, French and Dutch, upon 
the ſeveral Gates ; upon that of A075 'tis in Latin, importing 
that the King of France touk the place in the Expedition he 
made in Flanders in 1667, to aſſert the right of his Queen 
Mary Thereſa, and that he was content to eſtabliſh the limits 
of his Empire here, when Fortune promiſed him the Conqueſt 
of all Flanders, All the other States of Chriſtendom are ſo 
much under-valued in this piece of Flattery, that it may very 
well be incerted here for the fatisfaction of England in parti- 
cular, as I have tranſlated it. 


The Inſcription upon Mons-Port at A4eth. 


OUTS zhe XIV. Kzng of France and N avarre, 
_ finding nothing that conld Reſiſt His Armes, in the 
Expedition He made for the Legal Pretenſions of Mary 


Thereſa His Wife, was content to give Bonnds to Him» 
felf,, to a Fortune that promiſed Flim in a ſhort time 


the Conqueſt of all Flanders. Thus it is that this 
Prince, truly Great, has known how to Reconcile two 
Vertaes 
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Vertues ſo much oppoſed to 0::e another, as the Love of Auguſt. 


Glory, and Moaeration ; and to let the World ſee, that 
in the very height of His Viftories, He deſired Peace : 


Being the onely One that could find the Art of Obliging 
all Europe, even H:is Enemies, by extending the Bounds 
of His Empire. And that the Town of Aeth may be 
an Everlaſting Monument of ſo many Glorious' Ations, 
He has been willing after He has had it Fortified, that 
zt ſhould ſerve for a Limit, and a Bulwark to his Em- 
pire, in the Tear 1670. :

Within each of the Gates is a very fine Piazza, with the Corps 
de Garde at one end, and the Officers of the Guards-Room 
and other Appartments at the other. The Pillars of the Piazza 
ſupport a very fine Store houſe built of Free Stone, with a 
good Frontiſpiece that over-looks the Gate, upon the Chemtz 
des rondes, or way that goes round the Rampart ; it has an 
ltalian Roof, with Crowns of Flower-de-luces or Dolphins gilt 
upon it ; all the Sentry-boxes are built very pretty with Free 
Srone, with like Crowns of F/ower-de-luces and Dolphins pilr 
upon them. There is a fine Arcade in the Market over the 
Conduit, with the French Ko upon it, ſupported by 
two Angels, and adorned with Trophies. [In ſhort, as to its 
Fortifications, *tis a noble place, the Magnificence of the French 
King appears 1n it, and deſerves a better deſcription than I 
can give it, which has made me wander from the account I 
was giving of the Armies march by and through the Town. 
That Evening we incamped by Lenſe, the place where the 
Mareſchal de Luxemburgh fell upon Prince Waldecks Rear-guard 
with the Cavalry of the Houſhold in 1691, our Left was ar 

Lignes upon the Dender, that runs from Lexſe by Lignes and 

Irchonwetz to Aeth ;, our Right made an elbow from the Cen- 

ter, where we had Leuſe upon our Front to. Hargquignies to- 

wards Tournay, where the Elector of Bavaria had his Quar- 

ters, and the King took his at Grames. 


That ſame Evening Lieutenant-Gezeral Terran, Major- 
General 
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Auuſ7, General Z. 7?cleniere, and rwo Brigadiers, with a Detachment 
of 60 Men per Bartalion, was commanded to the Scheld ro 


poſt himlelf over againtt the Vi i2age of Hanterive, in order to 
a5 the River. We heard firing at Toarzay for the arrival of 


the Marzichal Je Fileroy, who as we ſaid before had been de- 


rach'd from the Camp at Auſarr lerong with a good Body of 
Horle, and ail the Dragoons of the Army to pals the Sexivre 
at Ma mbeage, and the "Scheld at Conde, and 1o tro make all 
poſlibie diligence to joyn the Marquiſs Ze la Yalerte, who vp- 
ON our march towards Flanders was ordered to leave Courtray, 


and to poſt himlelf ar Port we Eſpieres, where the French Line 
(of which we have given a ſufficient account in our laſt Years 


Hiſtory) does terminate 1t ſelf upen the Scheld, The Ma- 
reſchal ae Villeroy at his paſſing through the Town of 7 ournay, 
found Monſieur de Þ Artelowe ready with a Train of Artillery 
to go down the Schel/d under his Convoy to Port de Eſpieres. 


When he had joyned the Marquifs de-/z Yalterre, they left 


Port de Eſpieres, and marched down rhe Scheld about a League 
lower, and poſted themſelves at Hanterive, where they arri- 


ved on the other {ide of the Schela much about the lame time 


that Lieurenant-General 7e::an was got by Eſcanaffe on this, 
betimes in the Morning. We attempted to lay a Bridge of 
Boars upon the River, but the French oppoſed it with their 
ſmall Shor, and were much ſuperiour to our Detachment ; for 


according to the French account, the Marquiſs de Ua Faber 
had then 15 Battalions, 9g Regiments of Horle and » of Dra- 


500Ns, and beſides was now joyned by the Mareſchal de Ville- 
YOY. Lieutenant General Terr; had 15 pieces of Cannon ſent 
with hi m, which was dilpoted in 3 ſeveral Batteries which be- 
gun to play upon the t.cemy ; their Cannon was not come up 
to focn as ours, but they intr enched themfelves juſt upon che 
other ſide of the River, where our Cannon did them ſome 
conſiderable damagpe : Of Maulevricrs Regiment, by their ac- 
count, 1 Lieutenant was killed and 25 Ven. Ourown people 
could eatily ſee our Cannon 40 execution upon them, being fo 
near one another A little after the French began to fire upon 
us from 2 Batteries on their fide, bat T have noc heard of any 
execution or damage they did us at that time; The fame 
on Morning 
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Morning the Duke of Virrc:berg had pafſed the Scheld at 
| Audenarae with the 7 Brigades of Horle and the 2 of Foot, of 
which we kave given an account already, for which reaſon, as 
the Mareſchal ae Yilleroy had intrenched upon the River to 
hinder our paſſage, he was alſo obliged to fortifie his Rear with 
2 Retrenchment, to cover himſelf from the Duke of Wirtemr- 
berg, who upon His Majeſties Orders was marching up ta 
_ attack him in the Rear, whilſt we ſhould force our paſſage in 
the Front, I ſhall now leave things in this difpofition upon the 
Scheld, and return to both the Armies. 

The 14t/ we decamped from G'rames, and marched towards 


the Scheld, which was now but 2 Leagues from the Right of . 


our Army. We paſſed not far from the foot of Mount 7r:nite, 
and the Lefr Flank of our Columns was reckoned within 4 
Ergliſn Miles of Tournay, We heard in the Morning upon 
our march great firing at this place, which at firſt was fuppo- 
ſed to be Signals for their Army and neighbouring Garriſons, 
but by the regularity of the fire we found it to be rather a 
Salute. In effect the Daupiine paſſed this Morning through 


the Town, and was faluted with a triple diſcharge of the 
Cannon round the place ; the Army followed him, which in 


two nights and one day had marched from A425 to this place. 
We left them at ns the 1 27h, where they were got betimes 
in the Morning ; they refreſhed themſelves the beſt part of 
that day, except the Brigade of Guards that was ſent to 
Conde, where it was put on board of &/anatrs to come down 
the Scield to Tournay by water, where I ſuppole it.arrived as 
toon as the Mareſchal de Y:lleroy, and with him joyned the 
Marquis ae la YVaſette, The 12th in the Evening the French 
Army left 2455, and marched night and day (only halting for 
reſt now and then) and fo came to Tournay the 14/4 early in 
the Vorning ; but tne Waggons of the Country were order- 
ed ail along to take up the Sick and the Weary, and upon 
every halt, there was a proviſion of Brandy ready to refreth 
the Men. The 1479 about Noon our Right Wing came up 
near the River, but it was then too late ro have undertaken 
ro force the paiſage, and for the Army to have gone over, 


for which reaſon 'twas ordered to halt, and the Weather 
proved 


Auguſt. 
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Auguſt. proved ſo bad juſt at that time, that it would have been im- 
poſhble to have undertaken it, though there had been day 
enough left for it. We had this Evening and moſt of the 
Night following, a violent ſtorm of Rain and Wind, which 
made the wayes very deep and heavy ; the Army was ordered 
to incamp in the ground where it ſtood upon the halt, and 
every Brigade ro incamp the moſt conveniently 1t could, with- 
out any regard to the niceneſs of a Line ; .the King rook his 
Quarters this Night at the Chatean de Cordes, and the Elector 
ar Chaſtclet : And the Dauphine being now come up with the 
Body of the French Army to joyn the Mareſchal de Yilleroy, 
ſo that though we had forced the paſſage of the River, yer 
ſill we could not prevent the French Army from incamping 
between Harleber and Courtray, where they covered their 
Country in Flanders ; and beſides the French having drawn all 
their Forces in this {ide of the Country, which gave the King 
way for another undertaking may be of as great conſequence 3 
His Majeſty did not think it convenient to attempt the paſſage 
here, where there might have been a great deal of Blood ſhed, 
bur no advantage on our ſide, though we had forced it, be- 
cauſe the Enemy would {ſtill have been Maſters of the Camp 
at Courtray, which equaily covered their Lines on both fides 
of the Lys. The King therefore reſolved to leave the French 
where they were, and to paſs the Scheld about two Leagues 
below at Audenarde. -- 

The French very much magnified their ſpeedy Marches to 
prevent our paſſage of the Scheld before them, that in Four 
Days they ſhould with their whole Army pats and re-pals the 
Sambre, and pals the Scheld at Tournay, and be the fifth incam- 
ped on the other ſide of the River, to oppoſe the paſſage of our 
Army : "Tis ſaid, that the Mareſchal de Luxeribourg valued it 
more than the Battle of Znden; but if he valued it more, ir 
did not coſt him much leſs, for 't!s ſuppoſed that this violent 
March has coſt him ar leaſt Three T houſand Men, and his Ca- 
valry has been almoſt ruined by ir, ſo far that the French Kin 
is now forced to reform his Cavalry, ( as he did the lat Year, ) 
and to reduce the Troops yet to a leſs Number, which the laſt 
Winter he had brought to Forty : (I have heard that he has re- 
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duced them to Twenty Five a Troop. ) | The French Army 
might have been followed by the Scent which they left behind of 
dead Men and Horſes, which were to be found all along the 
Road it went ; ſo that we may ſay, The French have ſuffered 
as much in this March as they could have done in a Battle,either 
in Men or Horſes. It has been reported, that the French King 
has writa Letter to the Army, to be read at the Head of ever 

Regiment, by which he thanked the Pauphine, the Mareſchal 


of France, the Lieutenant-General, and other Generals, and 


all the Army, but more particularly the Suiſſe and French In- 
fantry, for the great Services they had done him in this ſpeedy 
March, by which they have faved his Country in Flanders from 
the [nvaſion intended by the Enemies This indeed is a very 
different Language from what we had laſt Year from him after 
the Battle of Lander; there was nothing then but what he could 
expeCt after ſo conſiderable a Victory, and there was nothing 
bur what his Enemies ought to fear after fo great a Defeat; but 
now he ſeems to recant in his Letter, and own that he was mi- 
ſtaken, and thanks his Army for running as faſt as they could, 
(and fo faſt that it has ſuffered as much as in a Battle, ) ro fave 
his conquered Country from being invaded by the Enemies, 
who laſt Year were to fear every thing after the loſs of the Bat- 
tel of Landen. This is a very differeut Note from the firſt, 


and would make but a. very ill concert with it: Such a thing - 


muſt make his Subjects ſenſible, either that the ſtate of Aﬀeairs 
is very much altered to their diſadvantage, or that their King is 
ſtrangely tranſported with fucceſs. Whether this Letter was 
read or no at the Head of every Regiment, I cannot tell ; but 
{uch a Letter has been Publiſhed at Pare. 

Becauſe the French made ſo quick and diligent a March to 
prevent our paſſage of the Scheld, it has given occaſion to feve- 
ral Men, who are generally raſh in giving their Judgments of 
things, to extol very much the Eremies Conduct in this Occa- 
ſion, and as much to blame our own, without examining the 
different circumſtances of the one and of the other : What 1 
ſhall ſay at preſent is not to lefſen the WV iſdom and Condudt of 
our Enemies, or the Commendation they deſerve ; for their 


March was as wiſely contrived,and managed with as little loſs as 
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the great diligence they uſed was capable of ; I ſhall only ſhew, 
that conſidering our circumſtances, and thoſe of the Enemy, 
'tis no wonder they could make ſuch diligence as to ger before 
us to defend the paſſage of the Scheld, and tt could be no want 
of Conduct on our Side if they could make fo much larger 
Marches than we, as to be able to be there before us; for the 
French had wholly the advantage of the Country on their ſide. 
From the Mcuſe to Arudenarde we met with no Garriton of ours 
upon the March, but that of Aeth; the French they had in 
their way Namur, Charleroy, Mons, Conde, Valencionnes, and 
Tournay ; and unlels when we paſſed by the Plain of Cambron, 
and the Town of Aerh, we marched upon the Enemy's Coun- 
try, but the French ſtill near their own numerous Carriſons : 
From whence the Enemy had this advantage over us for a ſpeedy 
March, that the Boors were all fled to their Garritous with 
their Effects, from whence they could not onely get Supplies 
of Refreſhments for their Infantry upon every halt, but alto. 
Waggons to bring the Baggage, the Sick and the wearied Sol- 
diers after them, in ſo much that though their Battalions were 
not of One. Hundred Men each, at their coming up to a Camp 


_ or Halt, yet ſtill by Night all the reſt were brought up in 


Waggons, who could not march and follow the Army ; and 
the Soldiers Bagagge being carried in the ſame Wapgons, they 
marched only with their Arms {o much lighter than ours TI his 
is a conveniency the French had, and which ”tis plain we want- 
ed: Beſides, the French, marching by ſo many of their Garri- 
ſons, could be ſupplied with freſh Battalions which had ſuffered 
no Fatigues in the Field, but could haſten with ſo much the more 
eaſe to the Scheld. Another conveniency, the French marched. 
without their Baggage, which. was brought up afterwards by 
the Waggons of the Countrey, who had retired. generally to 
to the neighbouring Garrifons ; but our Baggage muſt march: 
with us, or be left to the Enemies, over whoſe Conntry we 
marched, or it muſt have been ſent ſo far about, that we muſt 
have laid many more Nights than the French without Tent or 
Cover The Frexch had no occaſion to march with their Artil- 
lery, being to act upon the defenſive: They had a ſufficient 
4 rain ready at 7 ournay to defend the Paſſage of the Scheld, fo 

"that 
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that they lefr their Train in their Garrifons to come up leaſurel Auguft 
after them; but we were obliged to have our Train along o_ 


us, and to proportion our Marches to the Fatigues the Arrillery 
Horſes could endure, or elſe leave them expoſed to the Ene- 
mies Garriſons, by which we paſſed. The French had another 
great advantage of the Scheld; for when once they were come 
up between Mons and Conde, they could ſend down by water 
from Conde to Tournay, upon the Schela, any thing that might 
incumber the March-of their Army, or any Detachment of 
Forces which they thought ſufficient to oppoſe our paſſage of 
the Scheld, till they themſelves could come up ; they ſent this 
way the Brigade of Guards, according to their own account, 
( and may be more ). which f{al'd down the River night and 
day, till they had joyned the Mareſchal de Y3lleroy and the 
Marquiſs De la YValette, Now any impartial Reader muſt own 
theſe to be great advantages which the French had over us in 
this March, and ſuch as may very well equal the difference there 
was between the way the French had to go to the Scheld and 
we, which at moſt cannot amount to one part in three, which 
the Reader may obſerve if he wil] be pleaſed to conſult the 


| Map. Nothing can be alledged againſt our diligence, but the 


Halt we made at Sombref the grh. but of that we have given 
an account above. And at laſt, theſe who fo willingly paſs 
their Judgments upon the Conduct of our Army, don't know 
whether their was at bottom any other Defign, but to bring 
the French from the MMeruſe to the Scheld, to make room for the 
Siege of Huy. whith ( as it ſhall hereafter appear) was a place 
of great conſequence to us, and if it was ſo, themt the French 
by their ſpeedy March helped our very Deſigns inſtead of op- 
poſing them : Or if the French would keep a Body near the 
Meuſe for the conſervation of Huy, then that would have made 
way for ſome Siege in Flanders, becauſe the French were not 
able to act defenſively on both ſides. Whatever was the defign, 
it appears that we did what we could to make the French be- 
lieve it was upon Flanders, becauſe upon our March from Mount 
St. Andre, Major-General Cohorne was commanded from Liepe 
with Twelve Battalions, and Stx Squadrons of Lzege-Dragoons, 
to march by Braſſlles towards Gnenat, This was ſuffictent to 
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. Cive the French the Alarm in Flanders; and accordingly they 
left Zuy open to a Siege, rather than leave their Countrey in 
Flanders expoled to an Invaſion. 

Thus | have endeavoured to ſtate, as juſtly as poſſibly I could, 
the account of this great March which has made ſo much noiſe 
in the World, and in which the French have ſo much applauded 
their diligence. I ſhall now return to both the Armies, which 
we have lefr on both ſides of the Sche/d. Our Army ( as we 
ſaid before ) had incamped the 14th. with the Right near the 
Schcld, the Electors Quarter upon the Right at Chaſteler, and 
the King's at Cordes. The Dauphine haying paſſed the Sche/d 
this Day at 7ournay, could not be hjmadred of the Camp of 
Courtray, and beſides, the Evening proved fo bad, that though 
we would then have endeavoured to have paſled the Scheld at 
Hanterive, yet we could not. T he next day the Army was 
ordered to march towards Audenarde : We came ar Eſcanaffe in 
preſence of the Freach Army, incamped with the Right at 
Hanterive, and the Left at Avelghem, all along the Scheld, 

| though 1 believe that the whole Army was not there, bur at 
hand between it and Courtray, to obſerve our Motions. Ge- 
neral Tet:an was Poſted juſt on the other ſide of the River, with 
his Detachment and Field-Pieces, but the Caunon was ſilent on 
both ſides. From Eſcanaffe we marched all along the Scheld 
towards Audenarde, and incamped with our Right ar delde by 
Audenarde, where the Elector had bis Quarter, and the Left ac 
Eſcanaffe, over-againſt the Left of the French Army. Our 
Left was here cloſe under the Cannon of the Enemy, 1o that in 
the Evening, when we were come to our Ground, the French 
Cannon plaid very briskly upon our Left, where our Two 
Brigades of Foot, Commanded by Major. General Ramſay,. and 
our Engliſh Horle moſt Expoſed, yet I have not heard of any 
Men killed, but we loſt fourteen or fifteen Horſes ; but the 
French uled their greateſt Endeavours to do miſchief ro Tert ar 
when he came off with his Detachment, and Field-Pieces, from 
under their very Retrenchments, on the oppoſite ſide of the 
River, where helay under cover, but could not get off with- 
out Expoſing himſelf very much to che Enemies Cannon : He 
remained quietly in his Poſt for this reaſon all the day, and took 
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the opportunity of the Evening to come off, which he did with- 
out any loſs. The King, ar this Camp before the Scheld, rook 
his Quarter at ay Ts upon the very Bank of the River, 
where it was very much Expoſed to the Enemies Cannon. The 
Rear-Guard, which was brouyhr up by the Firſt Battalion, and 
the Battalion of the Second Regiment of Engliſh Guards, and 
the Firſt Battalion of /'urch Guards, which had incamped upon 
the King's Quarters at Cordes, which was a conſiderable way 
from the Line of the Army, could not come up before the next 
Morning ; for which reaſon there was no Orders given over- 
night co march the next day. | | 

[he 16th in the Morning the French began to play agam 
upon our Left with their Cannon, where they killed ſome 
of our Men, and our Generals Quarters were very much ex- 

ſed here, being juſt upon the River, but none of them ſuf- 
fered any damage Beſides the Batteries the French had againſt 
our Lefc, we perceived that they were bringing of Cannon 
down along the River to take up the length of our Line, and 
have Batteries from Right to Left ; one of their General Offi 
cers came up in the Morning to view the Wind-mill between 
Peteghem and the River, which abſolutely commanded our 
Righr ; bur to hinder the Enemies bringing Cannon down any 


farther, we had Batteries made upon our ſide from the Kings 


Quarters along our l efr, to hinder the Enemies from advan- 
cing any further. The Cannon played on both ſides all the 
Moraing, but without any conſiderable execution that I have 
texrd of, The King rid out early to obſerve the countenance 
of the Enemy ; part of their Army was making a motion to- 
wards their Lefr, which gave us reaſon to ſuſpect that they 
deſign'd to march, and rake up the Camp of Pereghem, a high 
ground in the way from Aud-narge to the Enemies Lines, from 
whence they might have Canonaded the Duke of Wirrember 

(who upon His MVajeſties refolution of paſſing the Scheld lower 
at Audenarde, was countermanded under the Cannon of this 
place) from whence likewife the: Enemy would have very 
much incommoded our paſſage of the Scheld even here, for 
which reaſon His Majeſty immediately order'd the Four Bri- 


oades of Erle, Stuart, Alfeldt and Haxhauſen, and the Two 
 Kattalions 


Auguſt. 
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Battalions of Scors Guards, ro march and leave their Tents 
ſtanding, to joyn the Duke of IW/irtemberg, and take up the 
high ground berween Poreghem and Audenarde.; thele Brigades 
were Commanded by the Count de Naſſau, and Major-Gene- 


rals, Churchill, La AMeleniere, Miremont and Ellenberg, We 


paſſed the Scheld at Andenarde the ſame Morning, and the 
Two Battalions of Scheltinga and Prince Charles of Branden- 
burgh came out of the Garriſon to joyn us. The French upon 
this motion were afraid they were coming to ſurround them, 


for which reaſon they immediately left cheir Camp at Haute- 


rive and Avelghem, and marched directly to Courtray, where 
they incamped between it and Harleber ; but a Party of Thirty 
Men of the Enemies that had advanced too near Petcghem, 
were all made Prifoners. Upon the removal of the French 
from Hauterive and Avelghem, the Army that had paſſed the 
Scheld was ordered to halt, and to incamp upon the ground 
where it ſtood, every Brigade to take the moſt convenient 
way of incamping for it ſelf : About half of the Infantry of 
the Army had paſſed the River, being now Six Brigades of 


Foot, under the Command of the Duke of Wirtemberg., We 


ſaid above that Count Thiar, when the Duke of Wirtemberg 
was commanded before to Audenarde, had Orders to come up 
with his Body from Ghenar, and joyn him here. He came up 
accordingly, and incamped not far from Audenarde, between 
it and Deinſe, but upon the March of the French to Courtr 
and Harleber, he was ſent back to Deinſe, where he had left 
Holles's Regiment for the ſecurity of the Paſs. 

The 16th the reſt of the Army paſſed the Scheld at Aude- 
narde, and below it upon a Bridge of Boats. The Scheld 
above Audenarde makes a great kind of a Lake, which being 
reduced in a narrow Channel to run through the Town, does 
make the beſt and the chiek defence of it ; and generally all 
along between Andenarde and Tournay, the banks of the 
Seheld axe low, and the ground about it a Moratis, {o that it is 
not paſſable by an Army at many places, and the paſſage may 
be defended with a little oppoſition. The Army marched this 
day between the Lys and the Schela, the ray rook his Quar- 
ter at Warnegiem, our Right made an angle from Cruyſhoutem 
(the 
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Cano 


(the Elector of Bavria's Quarter ) towards Dejnſe and the Aug 


Lys; our Left firetched out rowards the Schel4 by Peteghem ; 


our Front was covered alb along. with cloſe ground and De- 
files, for which-reaſon we could not incamp upon a Line, bur 


ſome Brigades more advanced and fome leis; our Front rut 
ning between the Lys and the Scheld faced exactly the Enemies 
Lines which we attacked laſt year, which were not above 


 Fhree Leagues from our Camp The Enemy upon our in- 


camping did not think it convenient to remain upon the ſame 
ſide of the {.ys with us at Harleber, but on the 18th. they 
paſſed the River at Conurtray, and incamped with their Right at 
this place (the Dauphins Quarter) and their Lefr at Moor/ele 
towards Menin, where they were poſted equally to defend 
thetr Lines between the Sche!d and the Lys, and their Towns 
between the Lys and the Sea, but the Marquis de la Yaletre 


was poſted at Port de Eſpieres to defend their Lines towards 


the Scheld : however the French by this motion left the Coun- 
try open before us, and gave us liberty of Foraging to their 
very Lines. 

The 19t/ our heavy Baggage came up to the Camp ; it had: 
been fent away the 5th under the Convoy of Brigadier Wy-7es 
Dragoons, and a Man of a Company. They marched by 
Lonwvain, Vilvorae and Ghenar, and {c joyned us in this place. 
We have faid before chat upon our marching from: Mount St. 
Andre towards the Scneld, the King had ordered Major-Ge- 
neral Cohorne with: Twelve Battalions,, and ſome Liege Dra- 


g00ns to march rowards Ghendt, which obliged the Enemy to. 


bring all their Forces in' Flanders to make head againſt ſo great 
an Army as we ſhould have after the joyning of all theſe 
Forces. Ihe 15re2 Major-General Cohorne came to' Vituoydo 
with the Body under his Command, andthe 21th he: marched: 
through the Town of &hendr, and incamped' juſt without the 
Town, upon the Canal of Bruoes ; he had then with him 
T hree Battalions of Sweri, and the Regiments of Srockianſen,, 
Lindeboom, Harſolt, Amcliſwmert, Prince Chriſtian Logowics, 
Eſſen, Vaudermeuten, Churprince and Frieſheim,. and: Two'Re- 
giments of Liege Dragoons. The Enemy having now left the 


| Meuſe open, the. King ſent Orde#d to Xaeſtricht to prepare a 
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Auguſt. Train of Artillery, and all ocher neceſfaries for a Siege, to 
ſend ir up by water to Liege ; and all the Boats belonging to 


Maeſtricht and Liege were taken for the Kings Service. 

The 22h we made a great Detachment under the Command 
of Count de Noyelies Lieutenant-General, towards the Right, 
to cover Pioneers, who had come up to cut ways through the 
inclo{ures we had before us ; and we had Bridges laid upon the 
Lys and upon the Scheld for the conveniency of the Army 16 
Forage on the other ſide of both theſe Rivers, and allo to 
leave the Enemies in fuſpence (who were now bufie in fortify- 
ing of Courtray for a Winter-Quarter) whichgway we defign'd 
ro march next, whether farther in Flanders, or back again to-. 
wards the euſe. | EE 

The 24th the heavy Baggage was commanded back again 


to Ghenat, and Pontons were tent to make bridges upon the 


Lys at Mecylen. : 

1 he 25th. the Right Wing of ZHor/e, and Body of Foot, 
was ordered to march towards the Lys, except the Brigade of 
Guards, which remained incamped art the King's Quarter ; and 
and the ſame Day Lieutenant-General Dewits was ordered to 
re-pals the Scheld at Andenarde, and to march towards the 
Menſe with the Brandenbourg Horie under his Command. 

The 26th. the whole Army marched, and pafſed the Lys 
upon two Bridges at Mechlen. We began now to come in the 
cloſe Country of Flanders; and this is the reaſon that part of 
the Army was ordered to march from the Camp at Wanneghem 
the day before, becauſe the Defiles were fuch here, that the 
whole Army could not have marched from Wanneghem, and 
paſs the Lys, in one day. After we had paſſed the Lys, we in- 
camped with our Right at Caneghem, where the Elector had 


his Quarter, and the Left between Markegbem and Wacken 


upon the Lys; the King took his Quarter at Wouterghem about 
1 hree Engliſh Miles from Veinſe; the Artillery and Baggage 
march d by Deinſe and came up here to us the fame Day. 

T he 29th. Count Thian march'd from Ceinſe, and came up 


_ tojoyn us; heincamped before our Left at Wacken, where the 


River Mande! that comes from Rowſelar falis into the Scheld. 
The Second Barralion of the Royal Regiment came to incamp 
1n

in the Line, and Colonel Landers was ordered to joyn Count Augft. 
Thian in its place ; he was likewiſe reinforced with Mathars 
Regiment of Dragoons. The 29th the Body of Foot and the 
Two Brigades interlined in the Right Wing of Horſe, together 
_ with the Spaniſh Horſe upon the Right, and the Brigade of 
Life-Guards and Boncourrs, with Eppinger and Dopfs Dragoons 
upon the Left, marched by Thielr, and fo came to Rou/elar : 
The ground being very cloſe here, and penerally all over the 
Province of Flanders, we had no occaſion for Horſe ; the De- 
files were very bad, and the March long and tedious. The 
King took his Quarters at Rouſe/ar, our Right reached to 
Hooghleede, where the Elector of Bavaria had his Quarter, 
and our Left by Rumbek upon the River Mandel; the ground 
upon which we incamped was all high inclofures, with rowes 
of Trees upon all the Hedges, which made the Country here- 
abouts ſo cloſe, that one Battalion could hardly ſee thoſe upon 
the Right or Lefr. The Town of Roxſelar is called in French 
Roulers (as moſt of the Towns in this Country have a French 
and a Dutch name, which are often very different from one 
another) and fituated near the Springs of the River Mandel, 
which falls into the Lys at Wacken. The Country all about it 
is very even, though Woody, for which reaſon if this little 
River could afford more water for a good Foſſe, the Town 
might be very well fortified ; it is in the Charellenie of Ipres three 
Leagues from thence, nine from Ghendr, three from Courtray, 
four from Dixmuyde, and ſix from Bruges ; this is reckoned 
the laſt place of the Paj#s conqurs, and in time of Peace the 
French King had Officers to gather his Duties for Goods [m- 
portedorExported, as being his utmoſt Frontier. The Duke 
of Newbourgh, now Elector Palatine of the Rhine, is Lord of 
this place, but he has a bad Tenant in the French King. The 
Foot being incamped at Roxſelar, all the Horſe remained ar 
| Wouterghem under the Command of my Lord of Athlone, aud 
: the Two Brigades of Foot interlined, under the Command of 
: Major-General Ramſay ; but the' Dutch Horſe of the Right 
! Wing joyned the Left. Though we were incamped here in 
very ſtrong and cloſe ground, yet 'twas commanded by rhe 


 heighth or lictle Hill of Hooghlee e (where we had our Right) 
L ” | which 
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Auguſt, which is a rare thing in this level Country : We made ſeveral 


Redoubts upon it for the ſecurity of our Camp, this being the 
only place by which we could be attacked. The French upon 
our March to this place made ſeveral Detachments from their 
Army for the ſecurity of their Country ; the Mareſchal de 
Filleroy was commanded with a Body to incamp by Jpres to op- 
poſe our paſſage of the Canal, which goes from this place by 

the Knock, and Farnes to Dunkirk, and the Marquis de la Ya- 

| lette had Orders to leave Port de Eſpieres to come and poſt 
himtelf between Fxr7nes and the Fort of Knock for the defence 
of rthele places, We have given an account of both of them 
in our firſt relation for the Year 1692, to which I ſhall refer 
the Reader. I mult not omit to ſay that the Dutch Artillery 
upon our March to Roxſelar, was lent from the Camp at Wou- 
zerghem to Malines 1ts ulual Winter-quarter. h 

The King having now brought all the Enemies Forces in 
Flanders (except the Body of Horſe Commanded by the Mar- 
quis de Harcourt, which was not ſufficient to hinder or oppoſe 
his deſigns) had reſolved to beliege Huy, for which end (as we 
have ſaid before) great preparations of Ammunitions, and all 
other neceſlaries for a Siege had been prepared at Maeſtricht ; 
His Majeſty had ſent alſo Lieutenant-General de Witz from the 
Camp at Warneghem with the Brandenburgh Horle, to joyn 
the Liege Forces to inveſt the place ; but the Care and Conduct 
of the Siege was kept for the Duke of Holſtein Ploen, Velt- 
Mareſchal General of the States Forces; accordingly upon our 
March from Wouterghem to Rouſelar , the King ordered the 
Duke of Ho/ftein to go and Command the Forces to be imploy - 
ed in the Siege of Huy, and Major-General Cohorne who had 
remained with his Body (of which we have already given an 
account) near Ghendt till this time, was commanded to march 
rowards Liege. 

The 31th the Three Battalions of Guards, the firſt of the 
Eneiiſh Guards, the ſecond of Dutch Guards, and the third, 
the ſecond Kattalion of Scors Guards, were ordered to incamp 
on the other ſide of the Town of Roxſelar towards Ipres, to 
cover the Kings Quarters; for the Country being cloſe and 
Woody made the Enemies Parties very bold. The fame day 
: | Quarter- 
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Quarter-Maſter-General Dopf was ſent to Dixmuyae to obferve 
the Place ; he had an Eſcorte of 600 Men, Commanded by 
Colonel 7elawney ; at his return he gave His Majeſty an ac- 
count of the Place, upon which 'twas Refolved to fortifie ir. 


The Campagne betng now far ſpent, and this being like to be Sepr, 1. 


the laſt Camp before we ſeparared into Winter Quarters, the 
Army had Orders to put down their Tents, and to make Þa- 
racques or Huts of ftraw, which at this time was to be found 
in great abundance about this place ; for no Army had incamp- 
ed near it for many Years. The fame day the Priſoner, of 


which we have given an account in the March from Sombref to 


Nivelle, that was taken in one of the Ammunition Waggons 
with a lighted Match, was burnt alive, after he had 6 his 
Right Hand cut off, and flung into the fire ; he was put'to the 
Torture to confeſs his Ruin, and was found guilty by the Court- 
Marſhal of deſtgning to blow up our Powder Waggons ; 1 have 
not yet ſeen the Copy of the Sentence, and ſo ] cannot pive a 
farther account of his Crime, and of the Perſons by whom he 
was ſet on; I have only heard that ic was the Marquis de 
Grammont, We had ſuch an Accident in the Campagne of 
1691. the Evening that we returned from Beaumont to the 
Camp at Court Sur Heure ; The thing was undertaken by one 


of the Durch Traine ; he actually ſet fire ro Two Bombs, 


which put the whole Army into an Alarm, and if the Gunners 
had not hazarded themſelves very much, to fling them out of 
the Wagpons, it would in all probability have fer all our Am- 
munion Waggons on fire ; he underwent afterwards the ſame 
puniſhment at the Camp of St. Gerrard; his Right hand was 
cut off, and burnt before his face, and was himſelf afterwards 
burnt alive with a ſmall fire, which he indured with a great deal 
_ of conſtancy. 

The Third, an _ of King James his Iriſh Guards left 
the Enemies Camp, and came over to our Army ; and the ſame 
day one Pierce Olzver, that had been a Sergeant in the Dragoons 
of YValencar and Native of Tournay, was hanged near the Ele- 
tor of Bavaria's Quarter : He had deſerted the Spaniſh Service, 


and went over to the Enemies, where he turned Partiſan ; he

Septem, was taken Priſoner the day befure by a Spaniſh Party, and was 
hanged the next day for a Deſerter. The ſame the Duke of 
W1rremburg began the Review of the Infantry, and Reviewed 
this day the Brigade of Guards, the next day he Reviewed the 
reſt of the Body of Foot ; the ſame day His Majeſty went 

to My Lord of Athlone's Camp under a ſtrong Eſcorte, and 
and becauſe this cloſe Countrey was hardly ever without ſome 
of the Enemies Parties, they fuprized one, of which they made 
Fifty Priſoners, killed ſome, and diſperſed the reſt. The King. 
having dined with the Lord of 4thloze, returned the {ame night 
to the Camp, afrer he had ordered a Detachment of Thirty 
Squadrons of Horſe,and ſome Dragoons,to march towards Acr/ 
under the Command of Count 7zilly, Major-General : This 
Detachment was made to cover Brufſe/les from the Garriſon of 
ons, which made ſome Incurſions to the very Canal of 
Bruſſelles ; and allo to obſerve the Enemy, in caſe they ſhould 
make any Detachments towards Hay. The ſame day the Re- 
giments of Hackelem, Dedem, and Holſtein Beck, were ent to 
reinfore the Army to be imployed in the Stege of Huy ;- they 
were Commanded by Brigadier Deacrm, and followed the next 
day by the Regiments of Brkenfeldr, Zobel, and Sparre, and 
the 6th by the Regiments of the Khingrave, Holſtein-Norbourg, 

' Goar, and Dumont, under the Command of the Duke of Hol- 
ſtein Norbourg, Brigadier; the Regiment of Lowenhauprt was 
detached the fame Day towards the Canal of Bruſſeles, to ſe- 

_ cureit from the Attempt of Parties. 

The 7th. the Duke of Wirtemberg's Quarter took fire, which 
began in his Kitchin, and the Wind was fo high that it preſently 
conſumed above T wenty Houſes to the Leeward, in the Street 
that goes to Ghendt, moſt of them being covered with Straw ; 
but the Duke's Servants had the time to fave the beſt of his 
Baggage, and Furniture for the Houſe, ſo thac he ſuffered no 
creat Dammage by it. The ſame day all the E7g/iſh Horſe and 
Dragoons, and al] the Cavalry upon Ergl;ſh Pay, came up to 
Rouſelar from the Camp of Wouterghem, under the Command 
of Monſieur d' Anverquerque, and incamped that Night upon 
the Left berween Rombeck and Inghelmonſter . Wynne's Dra- 
goons, that had been ſent from the Camp of Mount Sr. Andre to 

Ghendt 
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Ghendt to get their Horſes in better caſe, being now refreſhed Septerm. 
from the Fatigues they had indured,came up to the Camp along 
with them, and the 8:h they were all ſent to canton upon the 
Villages between our Right and Dixmuyde. My Lord of 
Athlone left at the ſame time the Camp of Wonterghem, and 
marched to canton the Datch Cavalry and Dragoons from 
Nijvelle to St John de Lerne, upon the Lys, between Deinſe and 
Ghendt. Mayor General Ramſay came the 8th.tothe Camp with 
the Two Brigades of Foot under his Command, and incamped 
upon the Lefr, where he flanked it near Rogeheck. My Lord of 
Athlone's Camp being thus ſeparated, Count Thian was ordered 
to march from Wacken back to Deinſe to fortifie that Place, and 
the government of ir, during the Winter, was given to Briga- 
dier Off arell, This Place 1s ſituated upon the Lys, Three 
Leagues higher above Ghenat ; it lyes upon both ſides of the. 
River, and in a convenient Poſt to cover Ghendr, and part of 
the Canal of Bruges, from the Enemies Parties, who before 
would venture up to the Gates of the Town ; and beſides, our 
Forces now were {o numerous that we could not quarter them. 
conveniently in the Frontier Towns and Garrifons ; for which 
realon we have fortified ſeveral ſuch Poſts this Year, to inlarge 
our Quarters, and advance them as far as wecould towards the 
Enemy's Frontter. | 
The- 8th, the Dauphine left the Enemy's Camp between 
Courtray and Menin, to return to Verſailles; by Eight in the 
Morning he parted from Courtray, being faluted by a Triple 
Diſcharge of the Enemy's Cannon ; by Twelve he arrived at 
L.iſle, and was met at the Gates by the Mareſchal de Bouflers, 
the Governour of the Place fince the Death of the Mareſchal de - 
Humieres, and by the Magiſtrates ; all the Cannon was fired 
thrice round the Town and Citadel z he was treated by the 
' Mareſchal - de  Bouflers, - and fo continued his way towards: 
Verſailles. We could hear very plainly the Enemy's Cannon 


upon this occaſion. = , 
The Reſolution being taken to fortifie Dexmuat for a Winter 


Quarter, after the Report which Quarter-Maſter-General Dopf 
made of it to His Majeſty, Six Regiments were Commanded on 


the gth. to this Place, the Two French Regiments of Belcaſtel 
RO and 
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Septem. and Marton, three Danes, the Queen's, Prince Chriſt;an and 
ml - Jutland, and the Dutch Regiment of Aver; they were Com- 
"4%  _ manded by Major-General Elenbergh, who has been made 
I'VE Governour of the Place; Captain Cock's Company of Gunners 
and Matroſſes was ſent at the ſame time, with Fifteen Pieces of 
Cannon and Ammunitions, and the Boors were ſet at work to 
fortifie the Place, aſſiſted with a Detachment out of every one 
of thele Regiments. I have given a Deſcription of this Place 
in my Relation of the Campagne of 1692. to which I refer 
ES the Reader. I have not heard we have altered any thing in 
= this Fortification, bur only made up again the Works which 
the French left laſt Spring when they abandoned it. The ſame 
Day the Regiments of 5e7/torf- Zell, and Bulo, were detached 
| from the Camp to march towards Bruſſelles and Lorvain, and 
the Swiffe Regiment of AZlune, and the Regiment of Zuo to 
M aeftrichr. 
The 10th. the King went towards Dixmuyde, to Review the 
Engliſh Cavalry and Dragoons, which appeared in very good 
order, at ſuch a time of the Year, and after ſo many Marches. 
The 117h, His Majeſty Reviewed the Infantry, which 
drew out of the Camp upon T wo Lines, all the General Officers 
being poſted upon thets ſeveral Diviſions of the Army, where 
they ſaluted the King as he rid along the Line His Majeſty 
rid round every Battalton of the Army, to take a more ſpecial 
and exact Review of them, and his Aid de Camps took an 
account of the depth and number of the Files, to compute the 
Strength of each Battalion. The Body of the Infantry ap- 
peared generally in very good order, the Regiments very full, 
"and in a better condition than they have been at this time of the 
Year ſince the beginning of the War, notwithſtanding the great 
Marches we had for to many Days together, from the 1Zeuſe to 
the Scheld, Indeed the Weather was all along very favourable 
and free from heat, which gave a great deal of eaſe to the Sol- 
diers, who rather marched better the laſt Days than the firſt. 
The ſame Day the King Reviewed the Foot, the Dutch Troop 
of Life-Guard was ordered to march towards Loo to make the 
Relays for His Majeſty from Breda to that place.” 
The 
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The 12th the Eleftor of Bavaria reviewed the Spamſh and Septemr. 


Bavarian Forces, . His Majeſty being preſent, and they ap- 
peared in good order as all the Army had done. The King 
din'd afterwards with Prince YVaudemont. 

The 15: the King went to Dixmuyde to view the place 
himſelf, toſee the condition of the Works, and what forward- 
neſs they were in, and His Majeſty this day dined with my 
Lord Auverguerque that commanded the Engliſh Cavalry and 
Dragoons canton'd abour this place. The ſame day the King 
had.an Expreſs from the Duke of Holſtein from the Camp be- 
fore Huy, that the 13th at night we had advanced our works 
and approaches to the point of the Counterſcarp of the Forts 
Rouge and Picard, that our Cannon had made breaches large 
enough to make an aſſault the next day upon theſe Forts. This 
place was inveſted the 7tþ by the Duke of Holſtein: with the 
Durch and Brandenburgh , and the Prince of Tilly with the 
Liege Forces. The gth the Artillery and Mortars came up by 
Water from Liege. The 10th, 11th and 12th, the Beſiegers 
worked at their Batterie:, upon which they mounted hols 
Cannon and Mortars. ' his Day their Batteries began to play 
upon the T wo Forts, and the Night they opened the Trenches 
at their ſeveral Attacks. 1 ſhall tay no more of the Siege of 
Huy, but what we had in our Camp by Exprefles from the 
Duke of Holſtein, til] we come to the News of the Capitula- 
tion, afrer which I ſhall incert the Journal of that Siege, to 
give a more particular and exaCt account of it. 

To return tothe Camp at Rovſelar. The 15th in the Even- 
ing we heard very great firing towards Dunkirk, by which we 


ſoon imagined that our Fleet was before the place Commanded 


by. Sir Cloudeſly Shovel, Vice-Admiral - The Mareſchal de 
Filleroy upon the news of our Fleets being before the place, 
left immediately his Camp near Jyres and went to Dunkirk, 
_ accompanied with ſeveral Genera] Officers to ſee the ſucceſs 
 andiſſueof the undertaking, to be there ready for the defence 

of the place. Our Machines had no ſucceſs here, and the 
Enemy were fo wel] provided for our coming, that their Out- 
Forts did not permit our Bomb-Ketches to come near enough 


to do any damage tot. : 
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The 16th the King had by an Expreſs from the Duke of 
Holſtein, the news of his having carried the Forts Roxge and 


Picard by Afſault, with about Three Hundred of the Enemy 


put to the Sword, and Seventy only eſcaped out of the Forc 


| Picard to the Caſtle, with the Commanding Officer, but a 


Lieutenant-Colonel that Commanded in the Fort Rouge was 
killed in the Trench, where he flung himſelf in the midſt of 


our Men after he ſaw the Fort ſo eaſily carried by our Forces. 


The 17th the Regiments of Leſley, Tiffeny, Maitland, 
Tergucſon and Buchan, were detached from the Camp to march 
to Dixmuyde, being appointed to have their Winter-Quarters 
in the Camerlings Ambackt, or the Country about the Canal of 
Newport, which is not far from this place. They made Þa- 
raques or Huts of Straw without the Works of Dixmuyde, 
where they continued incamped to work with the Garriſon at 


the Fortification till it has been finiſhed ; after which they went 
into their Winter. Quarters : 1 he Fortification of Dixmuyde 


went on hitherto bur leaſurely for want of Men, for which 
reaſon theſe Regiments were detach*d to forward the work. 
The Camp of Kowſelar being ſtrong by the cloſeneſs of the 
ground, and the W ood and Defiles about it, gave us the op- 
portunity of making ſecurely as many Detachments as we 
wanted, though we were incamped juſt by the Enemies Garri- 
ſons and their own Army too. "The ſame day the King by an 
Expreſs from the Duke of Holftein, had an account that the 
Beſiegers before Huy had made themſelves Maſters the 1 5th of 
a Tower that commands the way that leads up to the Caſtle, 
defended by the Major of the Caſtle and Forty Men, and the 
18h, that our Batteries were playing upon the Caſtle, ſince 
the taking of the Two Forts Rouge and Picard, which com- 
manded it, and from whence our Batteries played with ſuch 
ſucceſs againſt it, that a breach was made, and that he hoped 
in a very ſhort time to be Maſter of the place. The Cannon, 
when once we were Maſters of the Two Forts, did ſo much 
annoy the Belieged in the Caſtle, that a Centinel did not dare 
ro ſhew himſelf upon the Ramparts of ir. - 
1he 19th the Army had Orders to Forage all the Churches 
and Cloiſters before us in the Charellenie of Tpres, and to take 
| out 
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out the Corn they had there : The Town of Rouſelar was not Septem. 


ſpared, and the Cloiſter of the Auguſtines was Foraged as well 
as the reſt, the Country before being the Frontier of the Pajis 
conquts, 'ewas thought convenient to deſtroy the Corn and Fo- 


rage about the Enemies Garriſonsas much as poſſibly we could, 


and the Enemy by our incamping here being kept within their 
own Garritons, were no leſs inconvenient to the Country round 
about : They had incamped between Comrtray and Menir: ſince 
che 18:þ of the laſt Month, inſomuch that though they had 
agreed with the Chatellenie of Lifle to excuſe it from Forage, 
yet we kept them 1o long here, that they were forced to break 
the bargain, and not only the Chatellenie of LZr/le was forced 
to ſend Forage to the Army, but the Towns and Villages much 
more remote from the Enemies Frontiers were obliged to do 


the ſame thing. The 19th day Count Tilly, Major-General of 


the States Forces that had been commanded with a Detachmenr 
of Thirty Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons towards Aerh, 
had the misfortune to be taken Priſoner in his own Quarters at 


Mafle, between Acth and Mons, by the treachery of one of 


his own Domeſtick Servants, who run away to ons, and in- 
formed the Enemy of the condition of the Major-Generals 
Quarters, what Guard it had upon it, and how ic might be 


{urprized; who accordingly ſent immediately a ſtrong Party 


of Dragoons that ſurprized his Quarters, made him Priſoner, 
and carried him to Mons : This 1s the ſame Gentleman that had 
the misfortune laſt Year to be attacked by a ſtrong Detachment 
of the Enemies Horſe, al! of the French Kings Houle, near 
Tongres, Where he was poſted with Nine or Ten Squadrons of 
Horſe, with which he was to joyn our Army ; he was forced 
to retreat towards Maeſtrichr with the loſs of ſome of his 
Baggage ; and not Count Cerclas, now Prince of Tilly, as I 
ſaid Jaſt Year by a miſtake, : 
The 2c2h early in the Morning the King lefr the Army to go 
by Lieze and /aeſtricht to Loo, and foto the Hague, in order 
to repals the Sea, His Majeſty was attended our of the Camp 
by the Eletor of Zavaria, and all the General Officers of 


the Army, and had an Eſcorte of Fourlcore Men out of each 


Battalion, Commanded by the Prince of Azhanult Brigadier 3 
M the 
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the Detachment out of the Kings Forces was Commanded un- 
der the Prince of Anhault by Colonel Tircomb, Lieutenant- 


| Colonels, Peyton and Corber, and Major Sabine, they conveyed

the King to Deinſe, where a ſtrong Detachment of Horſe out 
of my Lord of Arhlone's Forces, which were quartered there- 
abouts, attended to conduct the King farther on His way. His 
Majeſty paſſed through the 'lown of Ghendt, incognivo, and 
lay that Night at Overmeere between Ghendt and Dendermond, 
and fo His Majeſty went on His Journey towards Liege, good 
Eſcortes being laid by relays all along the way. "The King 
juſt at his going out of the Camp, had by an Expreſs from the 
Duke of Holſtein, an account that the Caſtle of Huy had Ca- 
pitulated the 17th, and that the Garriſon was to march out of 
the breach the next Day, with Drums beating, Colours flying, 
and other marks of Honour, but without Artillery, to Namur. 
Thus far the account of Hy, as we have had it in the Camp ; 
but becauſe it has been the moſt remarkable Action of this 
Campagne, I ſhall here incert the Journal of this Siege.

The TFonrnal of the Siege and taking of the Town and 
Caſtle ef Huy, with the ſeveral Forts belonging to 
it, by the Confederate Army, Commanded by His 
Highneſs the Duke of Holſtein Ploen, YVelt Mareſchal 
General of the Armies of the States-General of” the 


United Provinces, 


E have ſaid above that the King, purſuant to the reſo- 
lutions he had taken of laying Siege.to Huy, had or- 
dered the Duke of Holſtein Ploen from the Camp at Wonrey - 
chem to march towards the Mewuſe with the Bady of Foot and 
Dragoons incamped near Ghendt, under the Command of 
Major-General Cohorne ; that the Garrifons of Liege and Mae- 


ſtricht had Orders at the ſame time to be ready to march. The 


Train of Artillery and Mortars, and all things neceſſary for a 
Siege were ready at faeſtricht, with Boats to carry thenr up 
the 
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the River, and expected only the junction of the Forces to Septem, 
form the Siege to be ſent up to Huy. 

The 5th Prince Cerclas of Tilly marched out of Liege to 
poſſeſs himſelf of ſeveral Poſts in the Neighbourhood of Huy, 
with the Cavalry of the Dioceſs. He was followed the next 
Day by the Duke of Hol/tein, who was now joyned by the 
Dutch and Brandenburgh Forces, and the Cavalry Commanded 
by Lieutenant-General de Witz, which in going back to the 
Meuſe from Audenarde, had marched almoſt the ſame way we 
came to it, | 

The 7th all theſe Forces being joyned together poſted them- 

ſelves at all the aventes leading to the place, and formally in- 
veſted it ; Brigadier Swerin paſſed the MMeuſe with his Brigade 
of Foot to poſt himſelf on the oppoſite fide of the River to the 
Town of fuy. I refer the Reader for the deſcription of this 
place to what I faid of it in my laſt Years Hiſtory ; I ſhall 
only add, that the Fort Picard, which was then imperfect, 
was Quite finiſhed by the French, and beſides that they had 
made the Fort Roxge for the greater ſecurity of the place. 
When Huy was inveſted, our Army before the place conſiſted 
of the Forces following.

We had by this Liſt Forty Battalions, which at Five Hun- 
dred each Battalion one with another (the uſual way of reckon- 
ing the latter end of a Campagne) makes Twenty Thouſand 
Foot ; and Thirty Eight Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, at 
One Hundred each Squadron the latter end of a Campagne, 
makes Three Thouſand Eight Hundred Horſe, by which the 


total of our Army before Huy conſiſted of Twenty Three 
Thouſand Eight Hundred Men ; the Ten Regiments which 


were detached from our Army at Royſelar under the Brigadiers 
Holſtein- Norbourg and Dedem, came to the Camp before Huy 


| but the very day of the Capitulation, for which reaſon I have 
not incerted their Names in this Liſt. 


The ſame Day that we inveſted Huy, the Count de Guiſ- 
card, Governour of Namur, who had put himſelf into the 
place to defend it in perſon, went out of it betimes in the 
Morning under a good Eicorte of Dragoons by an expreſs Or- 
derof the Court, which injoyned him to go back to his Go- 

 vernment 
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We had the News in our Camp that he was forced to leave 


his Baggage behind him, which feil by this means into our 


hands, but afrerwards was returned ſafely to him. The Count 
de Guiſcard at his going out paid the Garriſon, which was 
made up of the Regiments of Ponthieu and Angoumors, con- 
ſting of Twelve Companies each, which made between 
Thirteen and Fourteen Hundred Foot, and One free Company 
of Dragoons. 'T he defence of the place was recommended 
ro Monſieur de Regnac Commandant of the Caſtle. About 
Noon ſome Deputies from the Magiſtrates of Huy came to 
wait upon the Duke of Holſtein by Monſieur de Regnacs leave, 


. to make {ome Propoſitions, according to which he was willing 


to deliver the Keys of the Town into their hands, and to re- 
tire into the Forts and Caſtle if the Duke would conſent to 


them. 


t. That the Roman Catholick, and Apoftolick, Religion ſhould 
be maintained in it in the ſtate it was now. 

2. That the Burghers and Inhabitants ſhould return under the 
Government of their Natural Prince the Biſhop of Liege, and 
the See being now vacant, of his Illuſtrious Chapter. 

3. That the Magiſtrates, Mayors, GC. ſhould be continued in 
the poſſeſſion of their Charges, Prijviledges, Rights and Liber- 
ties, as well as the Burghers and Inhabitants of the Town.

6. That if the Allies were obliged to raiſe the Siege, and to 
abandon the Town, they ſhould in no wiſe moleſt or diſturb the

Effeits, mor burn, ruine or plunder their Houſes, nor /eiſe

yernment of Namur, whither he got with ſome difficulty : Septer, 
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Septem. themſelves of any of them , upon any pretext whatever. 

7. That in caſe they abandon the Town, they ſhould not ae- 
moliſh, cut down, nor blow up the Ramparts, Bulwarks, Towers, 
Gates, Barrieres, or any other works of defence belonging to the

8. That they ſhould not demoliſh nor ao any damage to the preat

or piece of Mettal belonging to the Town, Eccleſiaſticks or Inha- 
bitants, neither ſhould they cauſe them to be redeemed for money 
or otherwiſe. 

10. That it ſhould be Lawful for ary of the Burghers and 
Inhabitants," to retire where they pleaſe with their Effetts for the 
ſpace of fix Months. ” 

11. That the Hoſpitals, Pious Houſes and Lumber Houſes, 

| ſhould not be moleſted nor diſturbed in any of their Revenues or 
Effects. 


Theſe are the Articles upon which the Town was given up 
to the Allies, moſt of them are upon condition the Allies 
ſhould raiſe the Siege of the place; by which it appears that 
the Befieged had great hopes of it. About Four in the After- 
noon Monſteur de Regnac cauſed the following Article to be 
added. to 1t. 


That the Allies ſhould net attack the Caſtle by the Town or 
Ne ; Faubourgs, nor Cauſe any Troops to paſs the Bridge in a Boay | 
during the Siege , nor any Cannon, Ammunitions or any other 
Proviſions of War ; and that by wertue of this Capitulation he 
ſhould deliver the next Day by Six in the Morning the Keys of 
the Town in the hands of the MagiStrate. 


This Capitulation having been agreed unto, and ſigned by 4 
the Duke of Holſtein, and Monſieur de Regnac, the Beſieged ; 
left the Town, and retired into the Caſtle and Forts ; Four of 
of* our Battalions entered into the place to take poſſeſſion of it. 
Having now the Caſtles and Forts to beſiege, the Duke of 

| Holſtein 
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of the Generals; we began to work at our Batteries, and we 
finiſhed our Bridge of Communication at Taverne. The Ene- 


my made a great Fire with their Artillery againſt our Works, 


and ſhot ſome Bombs, but without doing any conſiderable da- 
mage. The Evening they made a Salley on that fide where 
Major-General Cohorne Commanded, thinking to poſſeis them- 
{elves of three Field-Pieces we had there, but the Guard ha- 
ving perceived it gave the Alarm, and we repulled the Enemy, 
with {ome loſs on their Side. 
The 91h. the Beſieged continued to fire with their Artillery, 
but not 1o briskly as the day before, and ſome Deſerters, who 
came over to us, reported, that they had ſome Gunners killed 
in the Fort Picard by three Pieces of Cannon which had broke. 
We haſtened our Work at the Batteries, and other Works, 
and landed as faſt as we could our heavy Artillery, which had 
come up to our Bridge of Communication at Taverxe, by the 
Meuſe, conſiſting of Fifry and Five battering Pieces, and 


Twenty Eight Mortars, beſides the Cannon we had brought. 


by Land. | 

The 10th. we had advice that the Beſteged, reſolving to de- 
fend themſelves to the laſt extremity, did work within as faſt 
as they could, chiefly to cover themſelves in their Works with 
Earth and Hay, to defend themſelves from our Bombs : They 
fired upon none bur thoſe who appeared out of the Faubourgs 
of the Place, and made but a {mall Fire upon us this day, and 
hitherto they had killed us but very few Men 

The 11th. the Enemy fired upon us with their Cannon and: 
Mortars, with more Vigour than they had done the day be- 
fore. We finiſhed this Enening our Batteries for Cannon and 
Mortars; we had one upon the Hill of Courerx, the ſecond 
near the Counterſcarpe; Major-General Cohorne had one above 
Croiſters, upon the Saur ; Brigadier Swerin another near St, 
Leonard ; and Prince Circlas of Tilly had the fifth, 

The 1 2th. the Enemy fired very briskly upon.us till Nine in 


the Morning, that the Duke of Holſtein being come to the chief 
Battery upon the Hil] de Conreax, gave the Signal by ordering 


2a Bomb to be fired in the Air, afrer which this, and all other 
Batteries, 


Holſtein took his Quarter upon the Hill of Coureux; with moſt Septem, 
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Septem. Batteries, both of Cannon and Mortars, fired without inter- 
miſſion ; ail the Generals had poſted themſelves by the main 
| Fattery, to be Spectators of this Work. This Evening we 
opened the Trenches at the Brandenbourg Quarter, who di- 
rected their Attack towards the Fort Picard; the reſt did the 
ſame at their other Attacks, 
The 1 3th, we had a thick Fog in the Morning, which inrer- 
rupted the Vigour of our Fire, but as ſoon as it was over, 
our Cannon and Mortars began to play with more force from 
all our Batteries ; that of St. Leonard fired perpendicular upon 
the Head of the Fort Picard, to make a Breach. "The Enemy, 
who kept themſelves in their Works, fired but ſeldom with 
Two Six-pounders, of which we foon diſmounted one; they 
fired ſome Vollies of Shot upon the Bridge of the Town, which 
cauted the Duke of Holſtein to lend a Meſlage to Monſieur at 
 Regnac, to let nim know, that it was againſt the Tenor of the 
- - Capirulation, which would oblige him to give no quarter when 
once he ſhould be Maſter of the Caſtle : The Governour endea- 
voured to excuſe himſelf, but the Duke of Hol/eja returned 
for Anſwer by a Drum, that he was a German and could not 
underſtand the wrangling of the French. A Delerter came in, 
and told us, that the Zefteged could not hold out much longer, 
that our Eombs had ruined their Well, an4 had broke to pieces 
molt of their Casks filled with Beer and Water, that they had 
{poiled their Proviſions, and put their Magazines of Faſcines on 
fire; thereupon we puſh'd our Approaches to the Foot of the 
Countericarpe, and the Belieged killed and wounded ſome of 
our Soldiers. 
The 14th. the Enemies Fire ceaſed. The General held a 
Council of War, where it was concluded, That the Breach in 
the Forts Rouge and Picard being wide enough for an Affaulr, 
Orders ſhould be given to the Brandenbourgers, who were the 
moſt advanced, to prepare themlelves for ir; and all things 
being ready, rhe Signal was given about Four inthe Afternoon, 
alter which they made the \ſ11ult upon the Fort Picard with fo 
much bravery, that in leſs than half an hour they carried ir 
Sword 1m hand, without any great reliſtance from the Enemy, 
of whom they made a great {laughcer : The Fort Kovge had the 
lame 


& 
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ſame ſucceſs; our People came into the place with the Enemies, Seprem, 


before they had time to know themſelves The Pars Gazette 
gave an account that they ſuſtained our' Aſſaulc twice, but thacr 
we carried it the third time, after a vigorous Reſiſtance. Thus 
'tis honourable to have to do with a proud Enemy. We car- 
ried at the ſame time the Tower of St. Leonard, and another 
which ſurrendred atdifcretion : Monſieur de Condron, the King's 
Lieurenant that Commanded in theſe Forts, eſcaped with 66 
or 50 Men, out of 300, though he was very much wounded, 
afrer he had nailed three pieces of Cannon, which he was forced 
to leave in our power, and {ſprung a Mine, which had no effet 
at ail, Among the Prifoners we took, thoſe of note were 
Monſteur de Tromboy, Lieutenant-Colonel of the Regiment of 
Ponthien, one Major, three Captains, aad other Officers ; but 
the Sieur Fronjer, Lieutenant-Colonel of Angoumors, was not 
found in the Caſtle, nor amongſt the Priſoners, and ſo ic was 
concluded chat_ he was killed ; Our Soldiers ſtript all thoſe that 
were kiiled naked, fo that he could nor be found. . We had in 
this Action but 9g or 10 Soldiers killed, and ſome wounded. 

: The 15th, we changed ſome Batteries, with which we con- 
| tinved our Fire, to ruine all the Works, the Caſemates, &c. 
| of the Caſtle. Woe had ſeveral Faſcines brought to fill the 
| Ditch, and diſpoſed all things for an Afault ; abour Eleven in 
| the Evening the Duke of Holſtein ſent to ſummon the Com-

| the Burghers demanded he had reaſon to retain them without 
explaining himſelf any further.

| The 16:4. we began again, as ſoon as it was day, to fire 
from all our Batteries to make the Ereach wider, and ro over- 
throw all the Defence the Beſieged had, bur we found it more 
| N difficult 
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 Septem. difficult than was at firſt believed, to bring down the heaps of 
Stone at the Breach. 

The 17th. we continued the fame Work till Qne in the Aﬀter- 
noon, that the Belieged beat the Chamade, and asked to capi- 
tulate, which ſurprized vs very much, ſince they might yet 
have defended inemteives very well for ſome days; for though 
the Breach was wide enough, yet 'rwas very difficult io go up 
toit. Holtages were Exchanged on both Sides, audthe (Count 
de Lur, Colonel of the Regiment of Azgoumors, brought the 
Conditions in Writing to the Duke of AHo{/reiz, according to 
which the Commandant would deliver up the Caſtle, which 
after examination fame wero agreed unto, and fame rejected. 
We would have given no other Conditions but thoſe which the 
Marelchal ae Y/ileroy had granted the Year before to the Baron 

_ & Roneſſe when he took it, which cauſed great comeltatians on 
both Sides, and ſeveral Meflages backwards and forwards. 
The French infifted very much to. have marched out with 
Cannon, which was abtolutely refuſed ; bur art lafk the Duke of 
: Holſtein ſent word to Movlieur de Regnac, I that Night paſſed 
; without accepting the Conditions he had preſcribed, that the 
next Morning he would make a general Affault upon the Place, 
without any regard to the faid Conditions; which Meſlage had 
the fucceſs we expected; for the Count de Luv came about 
Mid-night to the Duke of Holſtein with Monſieur de Regvac's

'The ſame Day that the Garriſon began to Capitulate, the 
Duke of Holſiein Porbourg, and Brigadier Dedem, came to the 
Camp before Huy, with the Ten Regiments that had been ſent 
from our main Army at Rouſelar, viz. the Rhingrave, Birken- 
feldt, Dumont, Heukglom, Dedem, Holſteia-Norbourg, Gohr, 
Holſt ein- Beck, and Sparre, of which we have given an account 
before | | 

According to the Capitulation Monſieur de Regnac marched 
out of the Caſtle between Nine and Ten in the Morning by the 
breach, at the head of his Garriſon, conſiſting of about Seven 
Hundred Men carrying Arms, which remained of Thirteen or 
Fourteen Hundred, they had at the beginning of the Siege ; 
they had about Three Hundred wounded. The Governour 
Regnac (omplemented the Duke of Holſtein as he paſſed by 
him, which the Duke returned very civilly. We had the news 

in our Camp that the Breach was ſo difficult that the Garriſon 
had much ado to march out of ir, and that finding this way ſo 
difficult, the Governour would willingly have changed che Firſt 
Article of the Capitulation, and have marched our of the Gate; 
but the Duke of Ho//fein anſwered, That Capitulations were 
Sacred, and exactly to be obſerved; and therefore ſince they 
had made their bargain to march our of the Breach, they conld 
not go out any other way, We obliged the French to- leave 
Hoſtages for the payment of their Debts contracted in the 
Town; and of the Cattle which they had taken. before the 
Siege from the Inhabitants of the Town, and neighbouring 
Villages. We took likewiſe our Deſerters which were among 
the French in this place, The {ame Morning. we ſent a Detach-

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' Septem. ment of Six Hundred Foot of the Dutch, Brandenburgh and

Liege Forces to take poſlelſion of the Caſtle, where they encred 


by the Breach, the Sieur Tohie Ingenier had the command of ir 


given him til] other Ocders ; Brigadier Lindcbrom was made 
Governour of 'the Town. ?Tis a very wonderful thing that 
daring the Siege we had not above Forty Men kill'd and wound- 
ed, no Officer killed, and none wounded but a Brandenburgh 
Major, which' adds very much to the Reputacion of the Gene- 


ral ; that he has in ſolittle time, and with {o little loſs, reduc'd 


a place to the Allies which the French had ruken as much care 
as they could to fortite, and to furniſh it with all things ne-_ 


ceſſary for a good defence ; notwithſtanding, this place was 


tcaken in five days from the opening of the Trenches, which is 
no longer than the Baron de &o2efſe defended it laſt Year againſt 
the Frexch, ?Twas inveſted by the Marefchal de Yi/lleroy the 


- oth, the Trench was opened the 1 ot, and the Caſtle ſurren- 


der'd the 14th of July; though the Fort Picard was not then 
quite finiſhed, and that the Enemy hath ſince, added the Fort 
Kouge, both which are ſituated upon the points of Hills Which 
commanded the Caſtle ; 'ris true that fince we had made our 
ſelves Maſters of theſe two Forts, they fo much commanded 
the Caſtle, that the Enemy could not perſwade the Soldiers ro 


: as 4 Sentry upon rhe Ramparts, but they kept themſelves 


cloſe under cover as much as they could. "The Governour 
could expect no relief, and that I believe was the reaſon why 
he would not defend the place to the laſt extremity. The French 
could not relieve it from Flanders, becaufe they could not nake 


a ſufficient Detachment without hazarding Fes, and other 
Towns cn this fide ; and Prince Zou of Bader paſſed the Rhine 


much about rhe fame time, fo thar he could not expett any 
fuccour from the Mareſthal'&e Lorge, who was obliged to keep 
all his Forces apainſt Prince ous of Baden, who was on this 
fide of the Rhzze Mm the Enemies Coumry.

Siege of Huy, I cannot omit to ſhew the importance and confe- 
quence of it to the Allies. We have already ſpoken of the 


great inconveniences we {uffered by haviog Liege for our Fron- 


tier Garrifon, which being a very large place, firuated amongſt 
Hills, requir'd a gaod Army far its defence; fo that whilſt 
Licge was our Frontier, we could not welt act defenſively a- 
gamft the Enemy, becaute it rook op: rhoſe Men within ic for 
tes defence which, ſhould. have been required elfewhere - Thar 
very Army which the Duke af Hulfern had before it, was but 
che Garrifon of £zcge, and fome Regiments of Maeftrichr-;' and 
_ though weexceeded the Frexch Army by much, including chele 
Forces of Zicge. yet as long as the French had Huy, they could 
ſit] hinder the junction of thete Forces with us, or' efte the 
Town of Liege mutt be lefr expoſed to them. But we havmeg 
advanc'd our Frontier by the taking of rhis place, a fmail Garr- 
for wiit ſerve Liege, and as much as will keep the Ciradels will 
be ſufficient ; 1o that by the taking of Hzy, we can without 
raiſing One Man, have above T wemy Battalions more' m- the 
Field che next Campagne.

the Country hereabours abounded in all manner of Fruits, but 
Roots eſpecially, as Turnips, Parſnips and Potatoes; but when 
they began to grow ſcarce near the Camp, the Soldiers could 
not be hinder'd from going farther to gather them, which was 
the caute that the Enemies Parcies daily took a great many Pri-

days upon which the Soldiers ſhould have liberty, a Man of a 
Tent, to goand gather Roots and Fruirs, and a Detachment 
was order'd out of the Army tocover them ; bur ſome greater 
inconveniencies' happened by this way, for which reaſon 'twas 
ſince lefc off.

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The 23th the King, who had left the Camp at Rouſelar the Septery. 


20th, came to Liege the 23th about Noon; His Majeſty was 


waited upon by Deputies from the Chapter ro Complement Him 


upon his arrival to this place, and by Prince Cerclas of Tilly, 
the Liege General, and the Cannon was fir'd all round the Town. 
His Majeſty did not go into the place, but only rid round the. 


Lines and Works to ſee the condition they were in, and how 


far His Majeſty could depend upon them, whereby to take His 


Meaſures for the next Campagne. That Evening the King went 


to Maeſtricht, and lay in the Duke of Ho!ſtein-Ploens houſe (the 


Governour) which had been prepar'd for His Majeſties recep-_ 


tion; and the next day the King went on to Zoo, where His 
Majeſty arrived the 26th to take his uſual Diverciſements after 
the cloſing of the Campagne. 
The 25th we lent a reinforcement from the Camp at Rouſelay 
of Thirty Gunners and Matrofles, with Stores to Dixmuyae. 
The 26th the EleCtor of 8avaria and Prince Yaudemont left 
"the Army early in the Morning to go to Bruſſels, 16 Men being 


commanded out of each Battalion, by Two in the Morning, to 
Eſcorte his Electoral Highneſs as far as Deinſe, from whence 


relays were ready upon the Road by Ghendt to Bruſſels. The 
Command of the Army remain?d now to the D. of Wirremberg, 
who had thereupon the Honours paid him which are given to a 


General in Chief. The ſame day the Army had Orders to forage 


all the Churches and Cloiſters in our Front towards the Enemy, 
and to take al] their Corn (as we had before) to leave the Ene- 
mies Country hereabouts as bare as we could, 

The 28th the Bavarian Foot and Dragoons marched away 
from the Camp to go into Quarters; they were incamped upon 
the heighth of Zooghleode,: where they flank'd our Right, and 
cover'd the Electors Quarters ; but becauſe this Hill commanded 
our Camp, 5 Battalions of the Brigade of Rantzow and Dedem 


were ſent the ſame day to incamp in their places, to defend the | 


Redoubts which we had made at our firſt coming to fortifie this 
Hill againſt the Enemy. The ſame day the Barracks of the 


'Fattalion of the Second Regiment of Engliſh Guards (whereof 


my Lord Cxrs is now Colonel in the room of the late Lieutenant- 


General Taldmaſh) took fire, the wind drove the flame to the 


Left, whereit chanced to be advanced forward to the Front - 
4A ; O rhe 
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Septem. the Dutch Guards, or elſe the fire might have done more miſ- 
chief in our Straw-Camp, which is very dangerous, when an 

Army is thus hutted all along in Straw. - : 
The 29th the D. of Holftein.Ploen came back from the Siege 
of Hiy to the Camp, to command the Army ; he was Com- 
plemented by all the Generals upon his arrival, and the 
goud ſucceſs he had at Huy: the Mareſchal de Lyxemburgh lent 
him a Complement of 2 very fine Mules. The D. of Holſtein at 
his coming away from Huy ditperſed the Troops imployed in thes 
Siege. The Baron de Heyden was ſent royncamp near Liege by 
the Ozrte, which riles in the Pajis de Lypxenburgh, and paſſes 
through the Dutchy of Bonillon, and bois d” Ardenne, and 10 
falls into the Xerſe at Liege, Lieutenant-General de Witz was 
ſent with the Brandenburgh Horſe and Dragoons towards the 
Pajis de Luxemburch, to raile Contributions in the Enemies 
Country, and the Datch Foot commanded by Major-General 
Cohorne remained incamped by Huy till the Breaches were re- 
paired ; of which fix Battalions, and two of the Liege Foot 
were ſent into the Town and Caſtle, to keep n ſtrong Garriſon 

in the place, which is now ourFrontier tothe Enemy. 
The 3orn the Second Troop of Life-Guards commanded by 
the D. of 07-704, and the Third by my L. Rivers, marched out 
of the Camp towards their Winter-Quarters at Breda. The 
French which now wanted Forage very much by their long con: 
rinuance in their Camp between Coxrtray and Moorſelle, made a 
conſiderable Detachment to the other ſide of the Sche/d between 
Afons and Tournay, commanded by the Mareſchal de Bowflers, to

day the fame misfortune the Second Regiment of Guards had 
ſome days before. 

The 34 our Bread- Waggons were again ſet upon by the Ene- 
mies Parties, and as they made a falle attack upon the Center 
of the Waggons, where our Detachment came for relief, they 

had the opportunity to ſteal ſeveral Horſes from the Front. Our 
Camp was fo far towards the Enemies Frontier Garritons, that 
Courtray was nearer Ghendr, from whence we had our Bread, 
than Rowſelar, This, with the cloſeneſs of the ground in our 
Rear, made the Enemies Parties very ſucceſsful, who had all the 
advantage they could deſire, for ſuch undertakings. But if the 
Camp of Rouſelar was a perfect Wood when we came to it, in- 
ſomuch that any Regiment could nor diſcover the Line upon the 
Right or Left; yet before we parted with it we made it a Plain, 
for above half an Enghiſh Mile in the Front and Rear. The $Sol- 
diers cut down the Wood and Hedpes to build their Huts, and 
afcerwards to burn and make fires withal,  *'Twas really pity to 
ſee many fine Trees and ftately Oaks cut down, and yet theſe 
are the leaſt inconveniencies a Country ſuffers, that is the un- 
happy and miſerable ſeat of War. This reflection ought to make 
us ſet the greateſt value in the World upon our domeſtick Peace, 
and toler War be any where elſe (whatever it may coſt us) ra- 
ther than have itat home ; and if the miſchiefs of War are 1{o 
great, that when David wgs put to his choice of Puniſkments 
for his Sin, he choſe rather the Peftilence, or to be chaſten'd by 
the hand of Gcd, than to have a War at home : CHOY thoſe 
| are to be look 'd upon as the moſt unnatural monſters in the 


world, who would diſturb the Peace of our Government under 


any pretext whatſoever ; and yet ſo much the more when 'tis 
_ only to fatisfie their own ambitious revenge or diſcontent. 

The 5th the Regiments that were to be Quartered at Axe - 
zarde marched out of the Field to go to their Garriſon. 

The 6:7 the whole Army began to ſeparate in order to march 
| into Winter Quarters ; the Garrifons of Bruges, Oſtendand Sluys, 
marched away under-the command of Major-General Ramſay, 
and all the heavy Baggage of the remainder of the Army was 
lent away under the Elcorte of the Regiments:of Noyelles,Oxen- 
fterne, St, Paul and Marquer, gg marched to Bruſſels ; _

the next day the whole Camp broke up at Roufelar : We had a 
g00d Rear-guard to cover our March, but the Enemy did not 
appear to dilturb it ; and foal] the Regiments-marched toward 
their ſeveral Quarters that had been aſſigned them. 
Thegth the Mareſchal de Luxemburgh came to view our Camp 
at Kouſclar, with the Mareſchal de Villeroy, and 4c00 Horſe of 


the French Kings Houſhold ; 'twas ſuppoſed his deliyn was to 
diſturb the Quarters of our Engliſh Cavalry canton'd about Dix- 


wide ; but my L, Auverquerque gave {uch Orders for the de- 
fence of their Quarters, that the Marefchal de Z1uxcmburgh did 
not think convenient to attack them, and ſo he went back again 
to his Camp at Courtray to give Orders for the ſeparation of the 
French Army into their Winter-Quarters, which tho' they had 
been now above, 7 weeks in this Camp, yet they could not ſtir 
from ir till our Army had lefr the field. My L. of Athlone march- 
ed with the Dutch Cavalry from his Quarters near Dejxſe to- 
wards Ninove, to cover the Works we made at this place, and 
Gramont upon the Dender, to make them ſerve for a Winter- 
Quarter, and to lodge our Troops as near as poſſibly we could 
to the Enemies Frontiers. T he D. of Holſtein, after the fepara- 


tion of our Army, went to wair upon the King at the Hague, 


(where His Majeſty arrived the 13th from Zoo) and the General 
Officers to their reſpective Quarters where they command. 

The 14th and 15th the French Army left the Camp of Cour- 
zray to go into Winter-Quarters, and the Mareſchals of Lux 
emburgh and Villeroy went away for the Court ; but the Mare\- 
chal of Boxflers ſtaid ro take poſſeſſion of his New Government 
of Lifle, and the French Flanders. 

About the 16h. all the Cavalry and Dragoons left the vil 
lages where they were cantoned, to go into their Quarters, and 
D;.vmuyde being tn a condition of defence, not only the Engliſh 
Horſe and Dragoons marched into Quarters, but the five Re- 

iments that had their Quarters aſhgned them in the Comerlings 
Ambacht, which had been ſent here to forward the Work of 
the Fortification. Count Tian ſeparated his Army from Deinſe, 
which was now fortified, and Four Regiments were left in the 
place under the Command of Brigadier Offarrel.

The Scale of War had inclined very much in the former Cam” -- 
pagnes to France, and the French King has had very great ſuc” 
cels againſt the Allies ; but the Event of this Campagne is 
ſutficient to convince them, that if the French have had ſuccels, 
i: has been becauſe they did not make their beſt Efforts in a 
vigorous prolecution of the common Caule : For now, that the 
Allies have been {ſenſible of the neceſſity of augmenting their 
Forces, we find the Scale to turn. The Enemy, who before 
were very ſtirring and active upon our Frontiers, have been 
forced this Year to preſerve their own, and think they have 
made a good Campagne, when they have been about Eleven 
Weeks of it imcamped under the Cannon of their own Garri- 
fons; a Month by Huy, and above ſeven Weeks between 
Cowrtray and Menin'; and yet have not been able to act fo far 
defenſively, as to hinder us from taking of Hay, a Place of 
equal importance to both Sides. The Mareſchal 4e Lorges 
( notwithſtanding the great Matters the Turks expected from 
_ the:r Allie againſt the Empire) has been forced to keep on this 
| fide of the Khire almoſt all the Campagne, and to ſuffer Prince 
T.ours of Baden to pais this River, and raiſe Contributions in 
 Alſatia; and in all Iikehihood more would have been done, if 
the apprehenſions we had for Hurgary at that time, and the 
ſudden Swelling of the Rhine, had not obliged Prinfe Low to 
_ re pats the River. The Mareſchal of Catinar has done as 
 hirtle in Savoy; he has acted wholly upon the defenſive, to 
| lecure Provence and Dauphine from an Invafion There was 
nothing lefc but Catalonia for the French King to talk of Co7- 
gueſts and Vitlorizs, and the Succeſs due to the Tuſtice of bis 
Arms, which has been his laſt Shifc ; where he has choſen rather 
to conſume and ruine an Army, by the intemperateneſs of a hot 
Climate, than want a Te Dexwm in the Great Church of Pars 
to keep up the Hearts of his Subjeas. It has appeared by all 
that has paſſed in this War, that the French King loves much 
more the Laurels that grow in Flanders, \ upon the: Rhine, or in 
Piedmont, than thoſe whnch Catalonia affords; io that Gironne 
and Palamos are but a Shifc to cover a weakened Power: And-l 
believe that thoſe who know the ſtate of Spain, don't think the 


French King much the greater Conquerour for it : But yu we 
| ve 
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_ have had this Advantage by it, That the French King has been 
forced to diſcover his Weaknets at Sea, in a Place where he had 
hitherto rid, IVeptzne-like, Lord and Sovereign of it, and our 
Fleet no ſooner appeared inthe A:diterranean, but the Mareſchal 
de Trurville thought fit ro leave that Sea to our Power, and 
retired into the Habour of Thoulon. 

If therefore it appears by the Event oi this Campagne, that 
the French Power and Greatneſs does begin to abate, it ought 
ro give the greateſt incouragement in the world to the Allies, 
toact fo much the more vigorouſly in the prolecution of this 
preſent War. If the -Efforts of the Freach begin to leſſen, - 
let not ours be the weaker for it ; but on the contrary, let 
them be ſo much the ſtronger, and the more powerful, This 
will be the way to make a quick and happy End of the War, 
and to procure a 1olid and laſting Peace, which is the only de- 
ſign the Allies propoſe ro themſelves in this preſent War ; 
which is fo juſt, ſo good and laudable, and ſo much becoming 
Chriſtians, that if we will act our part as we ought to do, we 
may juſtly expect God's bleſting upon it. The Experience the 
World has had of Zovzs XIV. lince the beginning of his Reign, 
is ſufficient to convince all Mankind, that as long as his Power 
is lo great, as his Encroachments upon his Neighbours have 
made it, 'tis in vain to expect a folid and durable Peace. If 
we ſurvey his Hiftory from the beginning of rthis Monarch's 

Reign, we ſhall find, that the longeſt Peace he has had with 
his Neighbours, has not laſted Seven Years, which was from 
the Pyrenean 1reaty to 1657. I hat all along he had invaded 
the Dominions and States of his Neighbours, without any re- 
gard to Treaties, though never lo ſacred ; and therefore if we 
{ſhould let this Opportunity flip, can we expect a laſting Peace 
tolong as he has Power luihcient- to diiturb ic when he pleaſes ? 
| dare ſay, that the F:ezch King's own Subjects, tt they value 
the Peace and Quiet of Chriſtendom e, mult be concerned them- 
telves, and have an intereſt in the common Cauie of the Allies, 
which has no other end but to procure it; and conſequently, 
that they themſelves are ſenſible of the neceſſity of the French 
King's Power to be leſs in order to obrain ir. 

| thall yer beg leave to addreſs my elf to En7liſpmen in par- 
ticular, who have {o great an intereſt in the preſent War, that 
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our Religion and Liberties cannot be reckoned upon a ſure Ofobc. 


Baſis, nor our Nation flouriſh, ſo long as the French Power is 
ſo great ; therefore tis abſolutely our intereſt to uſe our utmoſt 
endeavours to make it leſs ; whatever it may coſt us, yet we 
cannot pay too dear forit. If we ſhould not take hold of this 
occaſion, and ule our utmoſt endeavours to compaſs an End ſo 
beneficial to the Honour, Safety, and flouriſhing of the Nation, 
what will our Pofterity ſay of us, when it may be they have 
thoſe Fetters on which 'tts now in our power to break, nay 
which is worſe, which we may live to wear our ſelves, and to- 
be wiſe too late? If ſuch miſerable Times ſhould happen 
through our neglect of this preſent Occaſion, will not our Po- 
ſterity curſe our Memory, if we do not live to blame our ſelves: 
for ir? If we juſtly condemn our former Governments, be- 
cauſe they have ſuffered Frarce to arrive to a Power ſo preju- 
dicial to our Safety and Intereſt, when they might, and ought, 
to have hindred it, ſhould not we juſtly deſerve the moſt igno- 
minious Character that can be printed upon paper, if we neg- 
left fo fair an opportunity as this, to afſert the Honour and 
Credit of our Nation, and to Eſtabliſh our own Religion and. 
Liberty upon a fure Foundation ? We make ſo conſiderable a 
Figure in this preſent War, and England has ſuch a ſhare in it, 
that by our vigorous proſecution of it, we ſhall not only ſecure 
our Rights and Liberties, but we ſhall have: the Credit, under 
the Care of our Wiſe, Great, and Juſt Monarch, to free the 
reſt of Chriſtendom from Slavery ; which will gain our Nation 
{ſuch a Credit, Renown, and Reputation abroad, as will make 
. England flouriſh (when we have compaſſed a Laſting and Solid: 
Peace) more than. ever it has done hitherto, and it will abun- 
dantly repay our preſent Charges with:Intereſt, And at the 
{ame time that the French King's Efforts are leſs, ſince his Offers 
of Peace are dayly ſo much the greater, we may reaſonably 
expect,that if wedo our duty as we ought;in this preſent Con- 
juncture, we ſhall ſoon compaſs this wiſh*d for, firm, and 
Laſting Peace. | Bs.
